COTTONSEED CRUSHERS ACT 
PROMPTLY. 


In prompt response to the suggestion 
made by the Reporter action has been 
taken by prominent crushers to carry 
out the instructions of Major John M. 
Carson, chief of the Bureau of Manufac- 
tures, to draft a circular-letter outlin- 
ing such information as the trade de- 
sires to procure in any part of the world 
and cause to be forwarded to him 200 
printed copies thereof, which he would 
have distributed throughout the Amer- 
ican Consular Service abroad with a 
special letter of instructions from the 
Secretary of State, calling upon the 
consuls to collect and forward the de- 
sired information to Washington at the 
earliest practical moment. The presi- 
dent of the Interstate Cottonseed 
Crushers’ Association, Mr. F. H. Bailey, 
of Paris, Texas, at once called to his 
aid L. A. Ransom, of Atlanta, Ga., vice- 
president of the association and chair- 
man of the Bureau of Publicity, and 
Jo W. Allison, of Ennis, Texas, chair- 
man of the Texas Bureau of Publicity 
and member of the Interstate Bureau, 
to draft the circular-letter suggested 
by Major Carson. We are pleased to 


note the prompt action taken and be- 
lieve the three gentlemen who have 
taken the matter in hand are as well 
equipped for this service in behalf of 
the cottonseed crushers as any selec- 
tion that could be made, and as the 
movement comes from so prominent 
and influential an association it will 
prove an incentive to the consular 
agents to act promptly and efficiently. 

We are also pleased to note that the 
efforts of the Reporter in behalf of the 
cottonseed industry is appreciated by 
the crushers, as is evidenced by the fol- 
lowing by President F. H. Bailey, in his 
letter notifying us of the action he had

WILL THE PEPPERMINT GROW- 
ERS ORGANIZE? 


In the news colums of this issue of 
the Reporter will be found a compre- 
hensive account of the developments in 
the proposed organization of the West- 
ern growers and distillers of peppermint 
oil. The opinions of principal parties 
interested or affected by the movement, 
including local jobbers, have been col- 
lected by the Reporter, which, in its 
last issue, took the initiative in point- 
ing out that such an organization 
might be in violation of the federal 
anti-trust laws. Our Washington cor- 
respondent treats the legal phase ex- 
haustively in the following letter:— 


Washington, Aug. 31, 1906. 

The officials of the Department of Jus- 
tice are taking a lively interest in the 
plans of the mint growers of Michigan to 
form a combination under the denomina- 
tion of the ‘Essential Oil Department, 
American Society of Equity,’ for the pur- 
pose, as announced, of “fixing a minimum 
price’ for peppermint oil. The attention 
of the Attorney-General has been drawn 
to the matter by an editorial in the last 
issue of the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter, 
and later a direct appeal of a New York 
essential oil firm which takes the position 
that the proposed combination would be 
clearly in “restraint of trade’’ and there- 
fore in violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. It is intimated here that the Depart- 
ment of Justice will detail an official who 
will be present in Kalamazoo on Sept, 5, 
when the mint growers will hol@ a con- 
vention for the purpose of organizing the 
projected combination. As to whether 
any further action.will be taken will de- 
pend entirely upon the developments at 
the convention and the final form taken 
by the organization. 

Some of the legal pitfalls in the way of 
effecting such a combination as that 
projected by the mint growers were 
pointed out editorially in last week’s Re- 
porter. If the plan outlined in the call 
for the convention is followed there can 
be no question but that the combination 
will be unlawfu!, and sooner or later it 
will be made the basis of an action by the 
Department of Justice under the Sher- 
man law. The mint growers appear to 
have taken a leaf out of the book of the 
cotton growers, who for several years 
have undertaken to maintain prices by 
more or less artificial means. Up to the 
present time, however, the cotton growers 
have abstained from any line of action 
that would bring them within the scope 
of the Sherman act. Like the mint grow- 
ers, they have, from year to year, reduced 
their acreage, but they have done this 
as individuals and without a business or- 
ganization of any kind. Their associa- 
tions have been voluntary affairs and in 
no sense commercial, and the growers 
who have followed the plans formulated 
by the associations have thus far con- 
stituted but a relatively small minority 
of all the cotton growers of the country. 
Their plans have had little or no effect 
upon the price of cotton, and, in the 
opinion of experts, all the preconcerted 
movements for the reduction of acreage 
have failed because many individual 
planters, counting upon higher prices as 
the result of the prospective shortage, 
have themselves either maintained or in- 
creased their former acreage, 

The proposition of the mint growers is 
entirely different from that of the cotton 
producers, as viewed either from a com- 
mercial or legal standpoint. If the Michi- 
gan mint growers should carry out the 
plan already outlined they would estab- 
lish a practical monopoly in the produc- 
tion of peppermint oil. No other farming 
industry has ever accomplished such an 
undertaking and hence there is no prece- 
dent for action by the authorities. If the 
growers should follow the plan of ap- 
pointing a board of directors “to fix the 
minimum or lowest price, if possible all 
to get that price,’ they would furnish an 
almost perfect illustration of the class of 
combinations which the Sherman law was 
passed to prevent, for they would not only 
monopolize the production in the United 


States but would absolutely control the 
price. The cotton growers have found 
great difficulty in effecting a plan for 
“carrying’’ the cotton of their impecuni- 
ous associates unable to store and hold 
their crops for higher prices. With a 
relatively small product, like the output 
of peppermint oil, it would be a compura- 
tively easy matter to carry stocks indeti- 
nitely, especially as the mint growers and 
oil distillers of Michigan are in far better 
shape financially than the cotton growers 
of the South. 

There is a natural feeling quite gen- 
erally entertained that the farmers of the 


country are exempt from the regulation 
that is applied by Congress and the Stat« 
legislatures to commercial enterprises. 
This idea has been adopted in the anti- 
trust laws of several of the States, but up 
to the present time the United States 
Supreme Court has had no opportunity to 
rule upon the constitutionality of such 
exemptions. Thus far no opportunity has 
been given to test this principle as applica 
to the provisions of the Sherman law. In 
the case of the mint growers, however, it 
should be remembered that even if it 
should be heid to be legal for farmers to 
combine to maintain a minimum price fo: 
their products, such immunity wouiu 
hardly be held to extend to distillers ot 
peppermint oil, who are certainly engaged 
in a mechanical industry of considerable 
commercial importance, 

So far as concerns the influence of 
the proposed organization on the pep- 
permint oil market, values have not 
undergone any noticeable change. 
While some prominent producers and 
holders have used, with effect, the 
proposed organization as an argument 
that values will go much higher, there 
are several reliable specialists who 
have traveled through the Michigan 
peppermint districts and who give it 
as the result of their observations that 
the crop will be a very good one, and 
moreover there are at the present time 
sellers in Michigan at prices far be- 
low those which the leading optimists 
quote, 

To revert to the proposed combina- 
tion itself, it looks as though false 
prophets entirely outside of the breast- 
works of the peppermint oil industry 
are striving to guide the growers into 
a direction that would spell ruin for 
the industry. It is true, as one of the 
gentlemen whom we interviewed says, 
that “a little oil goes a long ways,” 
but leading consumers state that the 
very moment they would be apprised 
of an artificial and unwarranted ad- 
vance in values, they would substitute 
another flavor for peppermint. It is 
gratifying to observe the interest evi- 
denced by some operators in the small 
growers, and the present agitation may 
have the one result of bringing the 
smaller producers into closer communi- 
cation with local buyers. It may, in 
the end, tend to have just the reverse 
effect from that desired by its pro- 
moters, namely, to eliminate manipula- 
tion of values and attempts at con- 
centration of stocks in the primary 
market,

NITRATE OF SODA SITUATION. 


Apprehension as to the effect of the 
earthquake which destroyed the city of 
Valparaiso on the nitrate of soda in- 
dustry of Chili has not been entirely 
allayed, notwithstanding reports from 
the various nitrate districts have been 
to the effect that the seismic disturb- 
ances did not extend north, but ex- 
tended from the city of Valparaiso 
south along the Ocoucagua Valley. It 
will be seen from these facts that the 
mines have not been affected, nor 
have the shipping points suffered, no 
nitrate being shipped from Valparaiso, 
but the earthquake will nevertheless 
have a disturbing influence. The re- 
building of Valparaiso has already be- 
gun, and there is urgent demand for 
labor of all classes, both skilled and 
common, at high wages. This will 
tend to draw laborers from the nitrate 
mines. Indeed, many have already left, 
and it is feared that the migration 
will increase, as the wages offered in 
Valparaiso are high compared to what 
the miners receive. This will cause 
a scarcity of labor at the mines and 
may cause serious disturbance to the 
nitrate of soda industry. Furthermore, 
there was a strike of the launchmen 
(loaders and lightermen) at Iquique 


shortly before the earthquake, the 
demand being for a _ considerable 
increase in wages. This was re- 


fused and the shippers declared a lock- 
out. This caused delay in loading ni- 
trate vessels, but it was thought the 


‘f 


matter could be adjusted. The de- 
struction of Valparaiso, however, com- 
plicated the situation, as many of the 
launchmen have gone to that city seek- 
ing other and more profitable employ- 
ment. It is probable, therefore, that 
the scarcity of labor, both at the mines 
and the principal ports of shipment, 
will continue for some time and the 
effect on the industry and the ulti- 
mate result is uncertain. At present 
the situation here is unchanged, but 
some of the shipments or loadings in- 
cluded in the ‘‘visible supply” will ,be 
deferred and this will require modi- 
fication. The outlook for the future 
is strong and will depend in great 
measure upon the increasing scarcity 
of labor, as detailed above. Further 
details are awaited with interest, as it 
is feared by consumers the conditions 
on the West Coast may result in short- 
age of supplies later on,

RECENT QUININE EVENTS. 


The result of the Amsterdam and 
Batavia quinine auctions which took 
place last week, did not serve to bring 
much in the way of comfort to those 
desirous of an appreciation in quinine 
values. The Batavia sale resulted in 
an advance in values of one per cent. 
compared with the previous auction, 
but as only three per cent. of the of- 
ferings were sold, the value establish- 
ed by the bidders cafi only be regarded 
in the light of a nominal figure. These 
Batavia sales can no longer be con- 
sidered bona fide auction sales. At 
the last three only infinitesimal quanti. 
ties were sold, the sole object of the 
sale being to establish a price unit 
on the basis of the first few bids. In- 
asmuch as we know nothing about the 
interests which these bidders represent, 
and as the sale of two or three per cent. 
of the offerings does not afford an 
adequate indication as to what the 
other ninety-seven or ninety-eight per 
cent, would have brought had they been 
permitted to come under the hammer, 
the resulting price unit cannot be re- 
garded as a test of values, 

The Amsterdam sale, at which almost 
all the offerings found buyers, resulted 
in a decline of six per cent. as com- 
pared with the values realized at the 
July sale. The Amsterdam sales are 
auctions in the full sense of the word. 
They are held in order to dispose of, 
if possible, every ounce offered at the 
best price obtainable, The resulting 
decline at last week’s sale clearly 
shows the effect of the recent reduc- 
tion in the price of the German and 
American product and the price at 
which Amsterdam quinine bought at 
this sale can be offered, is said by man- 
ufacturers to be very near the cost of 
the bark plus the cost of manufacture. 
If this is the case the critical stage in 
the supposed warfare of the Conti- 
nental makers on the Dutch manufac- 
tory has been reached.

While dwelling at length upon the 
comparatively favorable condition of 
American trade in British Honduras, 
and how to advance that trade, Consul 
Avery again calls attention to the poor 
packing of American goods as com- 
pared with the packing of European 
imports, saying:—‘‘It is full time that 
our manufacturers awoke to the fact 
that for export all their time and labor 
are more than wasted if the products 
do not reach their destination in good 
condition.”’ 


Complaints regarding the treatment 
which American exporters receive at 
the hands of the Cape Colony author- 
ities are becoming more and more nu- 
merous. A local manufacturer of phar- 
maceutical specialties had a large 
batch of catalogues, sent to South Af- 
rica, returned because the addressees 
refused to pay duty on them. At the 
same time importers complain that let- 
ters from England and the British col- 
onies received here are in three cases 
out of five not prepaid in full, and 
double postage has to be paid as fine 
by the recipients.

To curtail operations in the mideconti- 
nent fields the Standard has dealt a 
blow to operators by a decree that it 
will not in future purchase from oper- 
ators the costly 35,000-barrel iron tanks 
built for storage by individuals when 
it was possible for the Standard to 
handle the supply. This must result 
in a decline of this storage building 
and a shutting down of wells. 


Telegrams from Reykjavik, Iceland, 
intimate that the Icelanders are plan- 
ning to bring about the direct importa- 
tion of American goods, instead of by 
way of British ports as heretofore, The 
imports from America, especially pe- 
troleum, wheat, sugar and _ tobacco, 
have largely increased during the re- 
cent years, and it is thought that the 
trade could be considerably improved 
with cheaper, direct transportation. 


The sudden drop in the oil production 
in Texas is attributed to seismic dis- 
turbances. At Saratoga abandoned 
wells began to spout and wells that 
had been flowing several years dried 
up. Similar changes were noted in all 
the Texas and Louisiana fields. A well 
which had been producing the ordinary 
crude suddenly spouted a high gravity 
oil, about 40 gravity. Professor Nu- 
gent, of London, who has been study- 
ing the American oil fields, says the 
earth disturbances have shifted the oil 
lakes, 


The annual meeting of the Baku 
Naphtha Co. took place at St. Peters- 
burg recently. The report and accounts 
submitted by the directors showed that 
in the financial year 1905-1906, the thirty- 
second since the formation of the com- 
pany, the production of crude oil on 
the company’s properties amounted to 
23,983,790 poods, against 26,695,026 poods 
in the financial year 1904-1905. The de- 
cline in production took place only in 
the Balakhany-Saboontchi field, due 
solely to the stoppage of work during 
the disturbances. The output on the 
company’s Bebe-Aibat property showed 
an increase against the preceding year 
(6,104,962 poods against 3,654,960 poods), 





OBITUARY. 


Granville M. Breinig. 


Granville M. Breinig died suddenly just 
after midnight on the morning of Monday, 
Aug. 27. On the Friday previous Mr. 
Breinig visited his factory at Still River, 
Conn., returning in the evening, in his 
usual health, to his summer residence at 
Lake Waramaug. Saturday and Sunday 
were spent with his family. Sunday 
proved an exceedingly pleasant day to 
him. Having attended church service in 
the morning, the evening found him with- 
in the family circle and with friends, 
enjoying a song service of praise. At 
about nine o’clock he felt a discomfort, 
and his family physician, Dr. George E. 
Staub, was called in, who administered 
for his relief. The distress continued un- 
til midnight, when an apoplectic stroke 
ended life suddenly. 

Mr. Breinig was born in Philadelphia in 
1853, the son of Dr. David E. and Sophia 
Breinig. In 1855 his father gave up the 
practice of medicine and associated with 
his brother, Jacob Breinig, in the paint 
business in Philadelphia, subsequently 
transferring to Allentown, Pa., where the 
original business is still continued, and 
where Granville M. Breinig had his early 
boyhood associations. Mr. Breinig always 
honored his Pennsylvania German origin 
and gloried in the fact that Breinigsville, 
Lehigh county, Pennsylvania, perpetuated 
the name of his forefathers. About 1864 
Mr. Breinig’s father moved to New York 
and subsequently became associated with 
Nathaniel Wheeler—of sewing machine 
fame—in the manufacture of wood fillers, 
for which he held letters patent. This 
association resulted in the organization 
of The Bridgeport Wood Finishing Com- 
pany. At the age of twenty-three Mr. 
Granville Breinig entered his father’s of- 
fice, and, becoming acquainted with the 
details of the business, succeeded his 
father at his death, in 1884, as general 
manager. After Mr. Wheeler's death, 
about 1890, Mr. Breinig became president 
of the company, which position he has 
filled up to his death. The business rep- 
utation of The Bridgeport Wood Finish- 
ing Company, both as to its methods and 
products, its phenomenal growth, until at 
present it includes factories at Still River 
and Branchville, Conn., offices and ware- 
houses in New York, Chicago, Boston 
and Philadelphia, and agencies all over 
this and foreign countries, testifies to the 
progressive business ability of Mr. Brei- 
nig. 

Honored and respected as a man of 
genial temperament, with more than or- 
dinary ability, there are a host of friend: 
in his own community, in New York, Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia, Boston, and in fact 
throughout the business world, that will 
mourn his departure. Among relatives 
and friends his life was the sympathetic 
touch of love and warmest friendship. 
In business his name and his word passed 
unchallenged as indicative of business 
merit, indomitable energy and honesty of 
purpose. A friend who has been in close 
touch with his business and private life 
remarked: “In all my experience, from 
his young manhood, I have never known 
of a disreputable act nor of an improper 
word. Whatever mistakes he may have 
made I am sure that they constitute the 
exception, and that they were of the head 
and not of the heart.” 

Mr. Breinig was married to Adeline 
Heissenbuttel in 1879, and she, as his de- 





voted wife, with three sons, David E., 
Frederick M., and Granville M., Jr., 
mourn his loss. He also leaves one 


brother, Revere M. Breinig, who is also 
connected with the business. 

The funeral was held from his late res- 
idence at New Milford, Conn., on Wednes- 
day, and was very largely attended. In- 
terment was in Center Cemetery, New 


Milford.

The Peppermint Oil Combiue. 


The proposed organization of an “Es- 
sential Oil Branch of the Society of 
Equity,” which is to be accomplished 
at a meeting to be held at Kalamazoo 
on September 5, was the subject of 
animated discussion in trade circles 
last week. Magnus & Lauer appealed 
to the Attorney-General on Tuesday to 
take action with a view of having 
that official “take such measures as 
are in his power to prevent or suppress 
this combination, projected in defiance 
of the Federal laws.” They also had 
the matter brought to the President’s 
attention and wrote to the Attorney 
General of Michigan for the purpose 
of enlisting his co-operation in the 
matter. The Oil, Paint and Drug Re- 
porter wired to J. A. Everitt, presti- 
dent of the American Society of Equity, 
for a statement of his position and re- 
ceived the following telegram in re- 


ly:— 
“ Indianapolis, Aug. 30, 1906. 


The American Society of Equity names 
an squitable price on each farm crop, 






based on supply. and demand. This rice 
is always a profitable one to the coducer 
Members are taught to hold for this price. 
In the case.of essential oil none will be 
on the market for less, hence the equita- 
ble price will prevail. This movement is 
not in restraint of trade, but the greatest 
promoter of trade. The old plan—buyers 
making prices—was in restraint of trade. 
Now all the crop can be had at the agreed 
rice in lump or piecemeal, to suit the 
uyers at any time. Formerly buyers 
put the price so low that growers would 
hesitate about selling, and trade was 
often restrained. The 1900 census report 
shows that the production of oil de- 
creased 80 to 90 per cent. between 1895 and 
1900 because of unsatisfactory prices 
made by the buyers. It also says:—“In 
Northern Indiana the industry is practi- 
cally abandoned.” Thus the buyers and 
handlers have been violating the anti- 
trust laws through their combinations 
that made prices that restrained produc- 
tion and trade, and have nearly ruined a 
once large and prosperous business. The 
Attorney-General should attend to them. 
The American Society of Equity will re- 
store the business to its former volume 
importance and profit. :

Regarding the meeting of the mint grow- 
ers at Kalamazoo on September 5, it is 
impossible at this time to say what the 
result of the organization will be, but the 
present effect is to restrict offers on new 
oil by the growers,

I do not see how the mint growers can 
be organized without the knowledge of 
the mint growers. I have been growing 
peppermint here for twenty years. I am 
located in the heart of the main mint- 
producing district of southwestern Mich- 
igan. I have never received a call to 
meet the mint growers at Kalamazoo Sep- 
tember 5, nor at any other time or place, 
this year or any other year. I have a 
large acquaintance among the mint grow- 
ers of this section. and I cannot learn of 
any of the rank and file of mint growers 
that know anything of such a call to con- 
vene or of any organization of mint ow- 
ers. I do not know whether there is an 
organization of the large mint buyers or 
not, but the rank and file of mint growers 
are not organized, and, so far as I can 
learn, there is no attempt to organize. 

How can there be a peppermint growers’ 
oreanization without the mint erowers?

Mendon, Mich., Aug. 30, 1906. 
Am not a member of the American 
Society of Enuity: simply a bystander 
and cannot tell how strong thev are, but 
find all growers holding for higher prices 
on account of light crop. Nothine dotng 
in ofl here. A. E. Beebe. 
Calvin Hotchkiss, of H. G. Hotchkiss 
Company, Lyons, Wayne county, hap- 
pened to be in New York and stated 
his views to a representative of the 
Reporter, as follows:— 


“The results of the formation of an 
organization of mint growers for the 
purpose of regulating the output of oll 
of peppermint and fix the minimum 
price is purely problematical. I can 
readily see whereby it would have a 
decidedly injurious effect on the future 
of American oil. It is possible for 
such an organization to fix prices far 
beyond the reach of the ordinary con- 
sumer, thereby curtailing the consump- 
tion to such an extent that it would 
work great injury to this industry. On 
the other hand, the crop reports .show 
a decided decrease in this year’s pro- 
duction over last season, and last year 
the crop was about normal, which to 
me indicates that there should be an 
advance in prices over those of to-day, 
no matter whether the proposed or- 
ganization is consummated or not.” 


In the lock! trade we gathered the 
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following views anent the proposed 
combine:— 

“Regarding the proposed combine of 
peppermint growers, I have my per- 
sonal views which I do not care to 
make public,” said W. 8S. Mersereau, 
first vice-president of Schieffelin & Co. 
“So far as the values of peppermint 
oil are concerned I believe we will see 
a higher market.” 

“The law of supply and demand is 
immutable,” said Albert Plaut, of 
Lehn & Fink, ‘‘no combination of 
growers or distillers will be able to 
substitute for any length of time ar- 
tificially created prices for those that 
are warranted by natural conditions, 
or else buyers will largely substitute 
other flavors for peppermint. The pro- 
jected organization is an absurdity. 
We would all like to see the farmer 
get as much money for his produce as 
he can possibly obtain. If he can grow 
a hundred pounds of mint where he is 
now growing fifty we will be only too 
happy to see him receive an increased 
revenue. If he attempts to cut down 
his acreage, in the hope of an arti- 
ficial boom in prices, he will find that 
he is injuring himself, Economic laws 
cannot be meddled with with impunity 
any more than can the laws of nature. 
Reasonable prices mean large con- 
sumption, exorbitant prices mean small 
sales,”’ 

“This whole business is a tempest in 
a teapot,” said C. Beilstein, of Dodge 
& Olcott. ‘I have recently traveled 
through the peppermint districts of 
Michigan and Indiana. The crop will 
be a perfectly normal one, and it will 
pass into consumption at normal 
prices. I do not think that the in- 
tention to hold a meeting to regulate 
prices or the holding of such a meet- 
ing constitutes a breach of the law. 
Apprehensive consuming buyers may 
be assured that there will be an ade- 
quate supply of peppermint oil and 
that, regardless of the actions of the 
Society of Equity, prices will not 
climb upward in the measure that 
these alarmist reports would have one 
believe.” 

An official of the Arthur A. Stilwell 
Company said:—‘We can see no ob- 
jection to a lawful co-operation among 
the growers and distillers, especially 
if such co-operation will bring the 
small growers into more direct touch 
with the New York market and elim- 
inate the speculative middleman. That 
we oppose any unlawful combination 
goes without saying.”’ 

J. Mathias, of J. B. Horner, said:— 
“So far as a violation of the law is 
concerned, we do not think that the 
call for the Kalamazoo meeting consti- 
tutes one. We do not care whether the 
market price of peppermint oil is high 
or low, so long as we are able to buy 
and sell in competition with the rest 
of the trade. A little peppermint oil 
goes a long way, and we do not think 
that consuming buyers are very much 
perturbed over the proposed organiza- 
tion of the growers.” 

At the office of Fritzsche Bros. the fol- 
lowing statement was obtained:—‘We 
do not worry about this proposed grow- 
ers’ ogranization. We are receiving 
daily offers of oil of peppermint from 
producers anxious to sell and are able 
to obtain oil at acceptable prices. The 
crop, to study which we sent a repre- 
sentative West, is perfectly satisfac- 
tory in extent and absolutely normal 
conditions prevail.” 

Chas. H. Taft, of James H. Taft & 
Co., said:—‘‘As many of the growers 
of oil of peppermint in recent years 
have not received full prices, owing to 
various manipulations, it is not surpris- 
ing that they should desire to find 
some way to protect themselves this 
year, especially as their crop ts said 
to be so much smaller than usual.” 

Explaining the attitude which his 
firm has taken, P. C. Magnus, of Mag- 
nus & Lauer, said:—‘‘We simply did 
what we felt the protection of our 
interests and those of our domestic 
and foreign clients called for. It is 
bad enough that we have no means of 
checking ‘consorzias,’ syndicates and 
gentlemen’s agreements abroad. Here 
in our own land we are fortunate 
enough to have laws that insure buy- 
ers and consumers against the extor- 
tionate practices of such organiza- 
tions. We do not want to be misun- 
derstood in our attitude toward the 
farmer. No one is more happy to see 
the producer of agricultural commod- 
ities prosper than we are. We are 
delighted to see the farmer get good 
prices and good crops, but in ‘this in- 
stance we saw that the Michigan pep- 
permint growers were being led astray 
by non-producers, who would profit at 
the expense of both producers and 
‘buyers. Hence our létters to the At- 
torney General and Secretary of the 
President.” a 
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OIL PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


(Special correspondence to the Reporter.) 
Problems Before the Pure Food and 
Drug Commission. 


Washington, Aug. 31, 1906. 


The Pure Food and Drug Commission 
has begun a series of executive sessions 
in this city in preparation for the public 
hearings that are to begin in New York 
on September 17. The new pure food and 
drug law is being examined in minute de- 
tail, and many interesting questions have 
already developed that will be made the 
subject of discussion at the coming hear- 
ings. 

‘A number of manufacturers and dealers 
have raised the question as to whether 
retailers will be permitted to sell, after 
the law takes effect on January 1 next, 
such goods as they may then have on 
hand which do not conform to the terms 
of the statute and regulations thereunder. 
The Reporter’s correspondent. has sub- 
mitted this question to the officials here 
and is enabled to present an authoritative 
statement with regard thereto. The fact 
should be borne in mind that the scope 
of the new law is limited to the federal 
jurisdiction and is based chiefly upon the 
power of Congress to regulate interstate 
commerce. It will therefore be entirel 
practicable for dealers to work off all 
their old stock of goods, provided care 
is exercised not to contravene the letter 
of the statute. The following extract from 
the new law should be examined with 
special care:— 


‘Sec, 2. That the introduction into any State 
or Territory or the District of Columbia from 
any other State or Territory or the District 
of Columbia, or from any foreign country, or 
shipment to any foreign country of any article 
of food or drugs which ts adulterated or mis- 
branded, within the meaning of this act, is 
hereby prohibited; and any person who shall 
ship or deliver for shipment from any State 
or Territory or the District of Columbia to any 
other State or Territory or the District of 
Columbia, or to a foreign country, or 
who shall receive in any State or 
Territory or the District of Columbia from any 
other State or Territory or the District of 
Columbia, or forel country, and having so 
received, shall deliver, in original unbroken 
packages, for pay or otherwise, or offer to de- 
liver to any other person, any such article 
so adulterated or misbranded within the mean- 
ing of this act, or any person who shall sell 
or offer for sale in the District of Columbia 
or the Territories of the United States any 
such adulterated or misbranded foods or drugs, 
or export or offer to export the same to any 
foreign country, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and for such offense be fined not 
exceeding $200 for the first offense, and upon 
conviction for each subsequent offense not 


exceeding , or to be imprisoned not ex- 
ceeding one year, or both, in the discretion of 
the court: rovided, that no article shall be 


deemed misbranded or adulterated within the 
provisione of this act when intended for export 
to any foreign country and prepared and 
packed according to the specifications or diree- 
tions of the foreign purchaser when no sub 
stance is used in the preparation or packing 
thereof in conflict with the laws of the foreign 
country to which said article is intended to be 
shipped; but if said article shall be in fact 
sold or offered for sale for domestic use or 
consumption, then this proviso shall not exempt 
said article from the operation of any of the 
other provisions of this act.’’ , 


It is authoritatively stated that retail 
druggists (except those doing business tn 
the Territories or the District of Colum- 
bia) may sell for delivery within the 
boundaries of the State in which they 
are doing business any goods which they 
may have on hand on January 1 next 
without regard to the provisions of the 
law. Great care should be exercised not 
to fill orders for delivery outside the 
State, and not to receive goods from 
outside the State which do not conform 
to the law. Goods which are manufac- 
tured in the State in which they are sold 
and delivered will not be affected by the 
law either on January 1 or subsequently, 
but care should be exercised by all re- 
tailers not to violate ony of the numerous 
State laws which have been passed in re- 
cent years. It will be noted that the new 
law does not in any way affect the man- 
ufacture and sale by retail druggists of 
vreparations put up by them for their 
local trade. 

The trade should be warned against cer- 
tain parties who are endeavoring to take 
agvaesrae of the new law to reap a rich 
harvest from ill-informed retailers. These 
parties are sending out statements in 
which it is asserted that any retail drug- 
gist disposing of preparations which do 
not conform to the provisions of the new 
law after January 1 next will be liable 
to heavy penalties. An offer is then made 
to take off the hands of the retailer—on 
a credit basis considerably less than the 
wholesale value of the goods—all standard 
preparations which do not conform to the 
law, in exchange for certain goods, of 
which the parties sending out the cir- 
culars are the manufacturers or whole- 
salers. This device is perfectly trans- 
parent to any one who is advised as to 
the terms of the new law, but it is under- 
stood that quite a number of victims 
have been secured from among retail 
druggists who have not informed them- 
selves regarding the details of the new 
statute. There is, of course, a very 
handsome profit in exchanging cheap 
specialties for standard preparations, 
credited at less than wholesale rates, but 
very little sympathy will be felt for the 
guileless retailers who have not taken the 
trouble to read the text of the law. 

Retailers doing business in the Terri- 
tories or District of Columbia will be 
obliged to dispose of their entire stocks 
of goods which do not conform to the 
law, before January 1 next. as their sale 
within the jurisdiction of the Federal 
government is thereafter prohibited. 
Leading jobbers in many lines are arrang- 
‘ng to take back surplus stocks of such 
goods prior to January 1, and in some 
eases retailers are planning to make ex- 
“hanges before that date. 

The Pure Food and Drug Commission 
is struggling with a problem arising un- 
der the second paragraph of Section 8 of 
the new law, which provides that a drug 
shall be deemed to be misbranded “if the 
nackage fail to bear a statement on the 
label of the quantity or proportion of any 
alcohol * * * contained therein.” A se- 
ties of tests have demonstrated beyond 
question that there is a wide variation 
between the quantity of alcohol pre- 
scribed in the formulae of many prepara- 
tions and the amount actuallv present. 
the latter almost uniformly beine con- 
siderably less than the former. Investi- 
gation makes it tolerably clear that this 
variation is due to the evaporation of the 
alcohol after the mixing of the ingredi- 


ents and before the bottling of the goods. 
In some cases two bottles of exactly the 
same size have proven ‘*° contain vary- 
ing percentages of alcohol, and the 
commission has reached the conclusion 
that this is due to the fact that the prep- 
aration in bulk was permitted to stand a 
longer period before the filling of one 
bottle than the other. The volatile char- 
acter of the alcohol causes greater 
changes in the alcoholic contents of the 
preparations in question than takes place 
as to any other ingredients. 

The question now arises as to whether 
preparations which, upon analysis, are 
found to contain considerably less alcohol 
than the quantity stated on the label may 
be deemed to be ‘“misbranded’’ within 
the meaning of the law. The statute 
makes no provision for goods containing 
less than the stated quantity of alcohol 
or narcotics, but treats them all as mis- 
branded if the statements on the labels 
are not absolutely accurate. It seems 
probable that the commission will take 
the responsibility for drafting a regula- 
tion in accordance with the spirit, if not 
the letter, of the new law, and which will 
provide that drugs and medicinal prep- 
arations shall not be regarded as _ mis- 
branded if the quantity of alcohol found 
therein is less than that stated on the 
label, provided the discrepancy is not too 
great to be accounted for by evaporation 
or the reasonable waste incident to man- 
ufacture under ordinary conditions.

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Alcohol from Potatoes, 


In reply to inquiries from the United 
States concerning a certain variety of 
potato used in Germany for distillation 
of alcohol, from which it is said twice 
the quantity of the spirit may be ob- 
tained that is secured from any other, 
Consul-General Thackara writes as 
follows from Berlin:— 


In Germany there are many varieties 
of potatoes, all meritorious and more or 
less specially adapted to each peculiar 
condition of soil, exposure, or purpose 
for which the tato is to be used. 

For the distillation of alcohol, Prof. von 
Eckenbrecker, of the “Deutsche Kartoffel 
Kultur Station,” one of the German ex- 
periment stations established by the Min- 
istry of Agriculture, has recommended 
the following varieties:—Professor Wohit- 
man, Iduna, Topaz, Sas, Leo, Richter’s 
Imperator, Silesia, Professor Marker. 

At the Marienfeld experiment farm last 
year the trials of these potatoes resulted 
as follows:—

There are so many elements which en- 
ter into the successful cultivation of the 
otato, whether for eating, for the distil- 
ation of alcohol, or for the production of 
starch, that it would be difficult to select 
a single variety which would thrive under 
all conditions. Persons who desire any 
of the foregoing mentioned potatoes for 
seed purposes can order them direct from 
the professor, whose address is ‘Prof. 
von Eckenbrecker, Deutsche Kartoffel 
Kultur Station, No. 4 See-Strasse, Ber- 
lin.” As the crop is not yet harvested it 
is difficult at this time to give an exact 

rice, but it would possibly range from 

marks to 4 marks (71.4 to 95.2 cents) per 
8 kilogrammes (110 pounds) or 39 to 
cents a bushel of 6) pounds. If carefully 
selected the price would be about 5 marks 
($1.19) per 50 kilos or 65 cents a bushel. 
If packed in wooden crates of 55 unds 
each, 1 mark 50 pfennigs (35.7 cents) per 
crate, or if packed in bags 45 pfennigs 
or 10% cents per 50 kilos_.extra. The 
freight to shipping port, Hamburg or 
Bremen, would be from 0.50 to 1 mark 
(11.9 to 23.8 cents) per 50 kilos, according 
to quantity. 

Messrs. Metz & Co., of Steglitz bei Ber- 
lin, a _ reputable seed house, inform me 
that they could furnish the Silesia, Pro- 
fessor Wohltman, Leo and Richter’s Im- 

srator varieties, which they recommend 

or distillation urposes, for about 3 
marks (71.4 cents) per 110 pounds, or 39 
cents a bushel, delivered at Hamburg, but 
they could not make a firm offer till 
October, and until they know the quan- 
tity which would be ordered. 

Prof. von Eckenbrecker says that the 
potatoes could be shipped in late Octo- 
ber, but he would advise that they should 
be left here all winter and forwarded 
in March, as there would be less loss 
and a much greater chance of the pota- 
toes arriving in the United States in good 
condition for seed purposes.

Our party was received most cordially 
and treated with great courtesy by the 
officials of Great Britain, France and 
Germany. 

We found that they were not only fa- 
miliar with the action which the Ameri- 
can Congress had taken in regard to the 
matter, but that the authorities in Eng- 
land, France, Germany and Switzerland 
were already in possession of actual 
copies of our law, which had passed but 
a short time before, and in Germany we 
found that the full hearings before the 
Senate and House committee had been 
transmitted to them. It was perfectly ap- 
parent that they are keeping a very close 
watch on what we are doing on this side 
of the water. A prominent ofhcial in 
Great Britain said to me:—*'t wonder how 
your country has got along for forty 
years without a denatured alcohul law. 
It will work a revolution in your indus- 
tries.’’ We secured from the various gov- 
ernments full copies of their reguiatiuons, 
and also a copy of the bill then pending 
in the British Parliament providing for 
new regulations for that country. Un- 
doubtediy, spurred on by the keenness of 
German competition, Great Britain has 
found it necessary to make much more 
liberal provisions for the use of free 
alcohol than heretofore. Where a 10 per 
cent. denaturant had been used formerly, 
only 6 per cent. will hereafter be used, 
thus materially reducing the cost. Beside 
that the cost of supervision, which has 
heretofore been thrown upon the con- 
sumer, will under the terms of the Dill 
be hereafter paid wholly by the govern- 
ment. Indeed, we found that these 
charges were not being enforced, even at 
the present time, in many cases. The re- 
striction heretofore placed upon the quan- 
tity allowed to be kept in stock by whole- 
sale and retail dealers is to be wholly re- 
moved, and the whole question is left to 
the discretion of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of Inland Revenue and, more than 
all, the law is to be so amended as to 
practically ve a bounty of at least six 
cents a gallon on all methylated spirits 
hereafter made in Great Britain. 

We were informed that this law would 
promally be passed at the fall session of 
arliament, but were somewhat surprised 
on reaching the Continent to find that 
meanwhile the House of Commons had 
acted on the matter, and my present un- 
derstanding of the situation is that it only 
remains for the House of Lords to concur, 
We also found that Australia had taken 
the matter up and that every probability 
exists of a law being passed there very 
similar to that adopted by our Congress 
at its last session. 

France, also recognizing the great bene- 
fit to her industries system by the use of 
untaxed denatured alcohol, Ys paying a 
bounty of five cents a gallon on all com- 
pletely denatured spirit. 

I had the pleasure of visiting at Man- 
chester, England, two large hat factories 
where the denatured alcohol was being 
used in the manufacture of hats. At one 
factory the proprietor told me that he 
bought his spirit in Liverpool and paid 
one shilling and sixpence for the English 
imperial gallon. This would be about 30 
to 32 cents for our gallon. A cask of 
spirit, with faucet attached so that any 
one could have access to it, lay near the 
door of the recovery oven room and close 
to the walk where all of the workmen and 
women nnassed, going to and from their 
work. When I called his attention to the 
fact that the spirit was greatly exposed 
he said that anyone would have to be 
pretty low down to drink the stuff, and 
assured me that they had no trouble 
whatever In that respect. They bought 
their spirit on printed requisition forms 
and were under bonds for its proper use. 
A government inspector came into the 
factorv whenever he chose to do so. Ar 
a matter of fact the record showed a call 
from him tn April. Mav and June of this 
year. No reeords or accounts of use or 
return of froduet manufactured were 
kent. Thev used the spirit, recovered it 
and redietilled the product in thelr own 
factory and used ft over again until) it was 
used up. The only restriction placed u 
them! was that thev were not allowed to 
sel] either the ginal or recovered spir- 
its, but, aside from that, used it as they 
pleased. ° , 
~The mixtures which were there used 
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consisted of 9) per cent, ethyl alcohol, 10 
per cent. metnyi alcohol with 3 per cent. 
of benzine adued. Under tne provisions of 
the new law the lu per cent. of wood 
spirit wiil ve reuuced to 5 per ceut. Lune 
benzgine is not reyuired to ve auued ex- 
cept where recovery and redistiauon are 
practiced,

Gvuing 
Lo the fourth floor, the covers to the wocd 
alcohol tanks were removed (these tank 
covers Were flush with the floor) and the 
contents gauged and tested. The quanti- 
ty to be put in the tanks on the first floor 
was run off through the pipe connecting 
with the first floor tanks and the upper 
tanks relocked. Then, going to the second 
tloor, each cask of the grain spirit was

which were flush with that floor, were 
removed and the casks of the grain spirit 
were run off into the mixture in the 
tanks below. The mixture was then 
stirred with long-handled wooden paddles 
and the tank covers replaced, and the 
material was ready for sale free of tax. 
The abatement of tax in that case 
amounted to about $10,000. The mixture 
was 10 per cent. alcohol and 90 per cent. 
ethyl alcohol made from molasses, and 
was what is known as the ordinary me- 
thyalting spirit, used only for manufac- 
turing purposes and used under bond, 
The completely denatured spirit is made 
by adding to the foregoing three-eighths 
of 1 per cent. of benzine. 

We also investigated very carefully the 
cost of the material. We found one very 
large distillery making alcohol both from 
American corn and from Cuban molasses. 
The manager told me that the molasses 
spirit, which is much cheaper than the 
product of corn, cost 21 cents for the 
British imperial gallon. This was made 
from molasses costing then 10 cents a 
gallon delivered in London. Alcohol from 
corn was costing them 37% cents for the 
imperial galion,. This would be equivalent 
to a cost of alcohol from American corn 
of 30 cents for our gallon and 17% cents 
for spirit made from molasses, but the 
cost of both corn and molasses in Great 
Britain is very considerably higher than 
it is in the United States. Prior to my 
starting for Europe I knew of a very 
large offer of Cuban molasses made to a 
manufacturer on the Atlantic coast at 7 
cents, but even this is a much higher 
price than it has been here until the 
passage of our law by the last Congress, 
At this price, however, the cost of an 
American gallon based on English prac- 
tice would be 15% cents. 

We also visited a large establishment 
where solid extracts were made and saw 
the use of pure spirit and the recovery of 
the same, both of which are permissible 
under the English law. The laboratories 
of the governments were opened freely to 
us and full information as to their meth- 
ods and processes were given, and we 
could not help but be surprised at the 
evident co-operation of each of these gov- 
ernments in the development of their re- 
spective industries; indeed, it seemed that 
everything that could be done was being 
done officially as well as industrially to 
meet the keen competition of each other 
in all lines of manufacturing. 

The process, of course, was very similar 
in France to that which we had_wit- 
nessed in England. Just outside of Paris 
accompanied by the representatives o 
the French government, we visited a 
large varnish factory and general methyl- 
ation plant. Hogsheads of spirit were re- 
ceived under seal, the invoices being veri- 
fied by numbers and the weights taken. 
The seals were broken and the contents 
pumped by hand power into the tanks. 
There the building was but one story 
high. The tanks were so constructed that 
they could be seen by the inspector from 
front and rear and top and bottom. The 
alcohol was there pumped into the empty 
tanks first, and when a sufficient amount 
was pumped in, as shown by the gauge 
glasses on both front and rear of the 
tanks, the strength of the alcohol was 
tested, and in this case water was added 
to reduce it to 90 degrees. Then one-half 
of 1 per cent. of benzine was put into it, 
and 10 per cent. of wood alcohol which 
had previously been submitted to. govern- 
ment inspection and test. The mixture 
was stirred by a wooden hoe and the 
process was finished. Samples were then 
taken by government experts to be sent 
to the government chemist for verifica- 
tion, and the proprietor was then able to 
sell it at will. 

We visited another varnish factory 
where they methylated spirits for their 
own use only. The manufacturers as- 
sured us that the process was simple and 


that there were no vexatious or annoying 


restrictions. The only returns made to 
the government were where sales were 
made of the unfinished mixture of gum 
and spirit, but where the varnish was 
completed and packed ready for use and 
sold in that cordition there was no re- 
qepenent of reports as to the spirit so 
used. 

In one of these factories we found that 
the proprietors are permitted to carry six 
months’ supply of pure alcohol, of course 
in locked tanks, only to be opened in the 
presence of a government inspector. We 
found that in France pure spirit was ship- 
ped freely by rail or by team to its des- 
tination, under seal, tax not paid. 

The whole business, however, is far 
more systematically arranged in Germany 
than either in France or England. There 
the government practically takes charge, 
from the production to the sale both at 
wholesale and retail, through a syndicate 
of spirit manufacturers. This syndicate 


controls more than ninety per cent. of the 


roduction of Germany.

In ermany alcohol 
wholly from potatoes. 
complicated that it is difficult to state the 
precise cost per gallon. As near as 
could get at it from the statistics the 
wholesale price of the denatured spirit for 
the fiscal year of 1904-1905 was 25.32c. per 
wine gallon of 190 deg. strength. This was 
the average for the whole year. The 


highest yield of potatoes per acre was 360 


bushels and from that down to 124, prob- 


ably a fair average would be around 200 


to 225 bushels per acre. The potatoes are 
rown by the farmers and manufactured 


into alcohol in individual farm distilleries 


and in co-operative distilleries as well. 


The aggregate product of the farm dis- 


tilleries was about fifty times as much as 
that of all of the industrial distilleries in 
Germany. At the beginning of each year 
the syndicate managers fix a price which 
they will pay the producers for their 
product. This is based, of course, upon 
the condition of the potato crop. The 
price this year has been fixed at twenty- 
five per cent. less than it was last, indi- 
cating a much beter crop of potatoes. The 
product is taken and paid for by the 
syndicate, as it is made by the various 
farmers. On all of this alcohol which is 
denatured or rendered undrinkable, the 
government allows a special return of tax 
previously paid, amounting to about 21%c. 
a gallon. Out of this amount the expenses 
of the syndicate, an allowance for their 
investment with a fair profit on their 
business, and commissions for the whole- 
sale and retail dealers are all paid, and 
whatever is left at the end_of the season 
is returned pro rata to the farmer or 
original producer. I was told that as a 


general rule quite an additional return 
was made at the end of the year to the 
producer, but that occasionally the pay- 
ment was the other way, the price at 





The system is so 
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which the product was sold not being 
sufficient to reimburse the managers of 
the syndicate for the amounts already ad- 
vanced at the beginning of the season, 

The retail price at which denatured al- 
cohol is being sold to-day in Germany is 
29.68c. per gallon at 190 —_ strength, and 
26.98c. at 180 deg. strength. This is for 
completely denatured spirit, put up in one 
litre flasks (we would call them quart bot- 
tles) and sealed and labelled, specifying 
quantity and quality. Any adulteration 
of the contents of such a package is a 
criminal offense in Germany. The bottle 
must be returned or an additional charge 
of two and one-half cents is made. Ver 
large quantities of it are being used. 
ascertained the official wholesale prices of 
kerosene and gasolene duty paid and de- 
livered in July at Berlin in competition 
with this article. Gasolene was 20.8c. a 
gallon best grade. Kerosene oil 15c. a 
=. I did not learn the prices at re- 
ail, 
The extent of the industry in Germany 
is shown by the fact that last year there 
were more than 91 million bushels of 
potatoes consumed in the manufacture of 
alcohol, the product being one gallon of 
alcohol to 1.26 bushels of potatoes. Over 
eight million acres of the farms of Ger- 
many were planted to potatoes and nearly 
six thousand farm distilleries were in 
operation. 

I have not the slightest doubt but that 
alcohol can be made much cheaper from 
eorn in the United States, and that the 
same thing is true in the Northern States 
of the country, from potatoes, and prob- 
ably in the Southern States from sweet 
potatoes. Certainly a traveler needs but 
a very short stay in Germany or France 
to come to the conclusion that the cul- 
tivation of potatoes is an industry which 
ean be greatly Improved there when com- 
pared with the quality of our American 
product. I found that the practice was 
quite connom of sorting the potatoes, the 
best being used for human food, the next 
grade for feeding to animals, and the re- 
fuse or poorest grade for manufacturing 
into alcohol. The first grade potatoes 
were selling in Berlin at retail at the time 
we were there at Tic. a bushel, The aver- 
age cost of all potatoes grown in Ger- 
many in 1904-1909) was 27.6c. per bushel, 
and T am quite confident that this was far 
more than they were worth, the quality 
being taken into consideration. The Ger- 
man potato does not compare with the 
ordinary American article either in size 
or in general excellence for food wpur- 
poses. They have, however, succeeded in 
developing a grade of potato in many 
parts of Germany which is especially 
adapted to the mannfacture of spirits 
but not adapted to human food. of 
course In such eases the entire product 
goes direct from’ the farmers’ field into 
the distillery. 

These farm and co-onerative distilleries 
are bonded and subject to inspection at 
the will of the government officials. They 
do not, however, as a rule, have insnec- 
tors assigned to the work and vresent at 
all times. Thev cannot begin distillation 
until a months’ notice has been given of 
intention so to do, so that the government 
is fullv advised of what is going on and 
the officials are at libertv to examine their 
establishments and verifv the vroduction 
at any time. Great effort has been made 
by the German government to develop this 
industry and those efforts have heen 
crowned with wonderful success. The 
way In which the co-oneration of the gov- 
ernment has been met by manufacturers 
and dealers in the country may perhans 
be well illustrated by what we saw in 
several establishments which we visited. 
At one place we found a methylating 
works where thev had a tankage at the 
factory of one-quarter of a million gal- 
lons, besides an extensive storage denot a 
short distance awav. Thev were methv- 
lating the pure spirit not only in the 
easks in which it came. but even in tank 
ears. This concern owned and operated 
thirty tank cars, with numps in each car, 
and they informed us that thev were al- 
lowed to carry both the pnure and methy- 
lated spirits in these tank cars, the pure 
spirit of course under seal. but the 
methylated spirit freely and without anv 
supervision whatever The material for 
denaturing came to the establishment in 
sealed fron containers but the managers 
were required to purchase it from chem- 
ists approved by the government. and 
when so purchased was used without 
analysis and with onlv an ordinarv bulb 
and thermometer test made by the in- 
spector. The whole process was simnle 
and free from any unnecessary restric- 
tions 

We also visited a bottline establishment 
for methylated svirits. Tt was a very 
extensive ond complete vlant. The dena- 
tured svirit was received from the distil- 
leries in tank ears. The tanks were in the 
hasement of a very large and finely con- 
structed building The a9rrangements 
were so complete that an entire train load 
could be drawn off at once through a 
svstem of nines into the tanks in_ the 
cellar. and from there it was numped by 
electric pumns into the unner storv. From 
these tanks it flowed to the bottling ma- 
chines on the second floor. The hottles 
were washed by machinerv and filled hv 
machinery. and. practically” everythine 
about the nlace was machine work. Each 
bottle or flask was sealed with 9 paner 
seal on which the price fixed bv the syn- 
dicate was nrinted, and it is verv easy to 
see that the low nrice of denatured al- 
cohol in Germany to-dav is made at the 
exnense of the consumer of the spirit 
which is used for beverage. Tn Germany 
the allowance of a rehate of abont 21l%be, 
a gallon is made not onlv on such dena- 
tured snirit as is consumed for fuel, lieht 
and nower within the Empire and in such 
manufacturing nrocesses as are carried on 
for home consumntion hut the allowance 
is also made on the alenhol which enters 
into manufactured gonds which are er- 
ported, and alsa wnon the denatured snirit 
which is exnorted in ite natural condition 
So that while it would seem that their 
laws were of no interest to us. as an 
actual fact ovr moanvfacturers are enter- 
ine into direct comnetition with them In 
all those induetriee where aleohol is a 
camnonent nart of the nroduet of the es- 
tahlishment This came enndition will oh- 
tain in reward tao Great Rritain as soon ae 
the nresent law which is now rnendine tn 
Parliament eoes into effeet, for the rehate 
or hountyv there (and It is a hounty) will 
annly in the same wav as it does in Ger 
manv. This ie not true, however. tn 
France Tn France the rehate its oanlv 
made unon that denatured aleohol which 
ie consumed for fuel light and nower. and 


does not include what is known as the 
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ordinary methylation, or the spirit used 
for manufacturing purposes. 

The actual cost of denaturing in Ger- 
many last year, including cost of dena- 
turing material, labor and all other ex- 
penses was between one and two cents per 
gallon, the figures showing 1.8¢, 

Aside from the special denaturants for 
particular industries in Germany the de- 
naturant for general use conists of 2 per 
cent. wood alcohol and % per cent. of 
bone oil, which probably makes the net 
cost of the process less than in other 
countries where larger percentages are 
used. 
The thoroughness with which the Ger- 
man _ people go into a subject is illustrated 
in the case of the syndicate of alcohol 
manufacturers. I visited an institution 
maintained by this combination. It is 
known as The Institution of the Assocla- 
tion of the United Alcohol Manufacturers 
of Germany and is operated and main- 
tained for educational purposes at the ex- 

ense of the trust. At a rough estimate 

should say that the whole plant must 
have cost at least a million dollars. It 
consisted of a model brewery, a complete 
corn and potato distillery, a starch manu- 
facturing plant, extensive chemical labor- 
atories, a vinegar making establishment, 
beet sugar refinery, and extensive grounds 
for the cultivation of the articles entering 
into the various manufacturing processes. 
A large corps of the best argicultural and 
chemical experts of Germany were in 
charge of the institution, and last year 
525 students were in attendance upon the 
lectures. I found there one young Amer- 
fean from Michigan who was traveling in 
Germany at the time of the passage of 
the free alcohol law here. He immediately 
entered the institution and arranged for a 
special course of study preparatory to re- 
turning home and engaging in some 
branch of the business here as soon as the 
law goes into effect next January. Pro- 
fessor Delbruck is at the head of the in- 
stitution. The whole purpose and object 
of it is to turn out experts in the various 
industries in which alcohol is used, and 
the miuteness with which records of their 
various experiments are kept and the 
thoroughness with which the studies are 
pursued is simply astonishing to any one 
who is accustomed to American haste and 
hustle. 








I asked one of the professors as to the 
correctness of the statement prevalent in 
America that the use of alcohol in the in- 
ternal explosion engine resulted in the 
corrosion of the metal. He said at once 
that that was all nonsense and imme- 
diately took me into a distillery where a 
large engine had been in continuous use 
with alcohol for the past six years. He 
admitted, however, that they had not 
fully overcome the difficulties with regard 
to the use of alcohol in the high speed 
automobile, but expressed entire confi- 
dence that it would only be a_ short 
time before equal success would be se- 
cured with the automobile engine that had 
already been secured with the alcohol en- 
gine for other purposes. He was exceed- 
ngly emphatic as to the absolute inac- 
curacy of the statements that corrosion 
on the metal resulted from its use. 

Of course the expenses of maintaining 
this institution, aside from the small tui- 
tion fees charged, comes out of the 
bounty which I have already referred to 
as being paid by the General Government. 

We also visited a model institution 
maintained as a private school a short 
distance out of Berlin, at Oranienburg, 
where Dr. R. Kusserow has established a 
small model plant and engaged in the 
business not only of oe farm dis- 
tillery plants, but of instructing farmers 
in their use. 

It is by these and similar methods that 
Germany has made such a wonderful suc- 
cess of the use of denatured alcohol, and 
yet with the confidence which I have in 
the skill and ability of the American peo- 
ple and with the far cheaper cost of the 
production of corn and potatoes and other 
alcohol producing materials in the United 
States, am strongly of the opinion that 
we can not only meet the bounty-fed com- 
petition of the European countries, but 
can underseli them in this product as 
well. One thing is very certain, that the 
law which we now have will tend very 
largely to the utilization of the waste 
products of the farms of the United States 
away from the central points of distribu- 
tion and will transfer these products into 
a useful and valuable material for local 
use as fuel. light and power. And just 
so far as it does this it will add enor- 
mously to the wealth of the entire coun- 
try.

COTTONSEED.—At the opening of 
the week the market presented a quiet 
but firm appearance and _ business 
throughout the balance of the week 
lacked animation, aside from some 
sales of September and minor changes 
in prices. Offerings of nearby deliveries 
were scarce at the opening of the week 
and readily absorbed. August and Sep- 
tember were offered sparingly and new 
oil for September delivery, which is 
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ward the close of the week trading was 
quiet and confined to September. Near- 
by deliveries continued to show decided 
strength, owing to the very small sup- 
ply of oil outside of refineries. Prices 
on Thursday showed an advance at the 
close of 4@lc. The export trade re- 
mained dormant and European buyers 
held aloof; and only some sales of par- 
cels for prompt shipment to the Medi- 
terranean at quotations have been ef- 
fected. Crude oil attracted little atten- 
tion and mills were indifferent sellers, 
with refiners out of the market. Crude 
was held at high prices, with offerings 
light, and 23c. quoted nominal for Oc- 
tober and 22%c. for November, which 
elicited some bids. Cash prime yellow 
sold freely in lots at 3644@37%4c., and 
choice oils at 43@44c., supplies of which 
remain scarce. Reports toward the 
close of the week noted fair inquiries 
from the home trade and exporters and 
sales abroad at higher prices. No sales 
of crude oil here could be traced, which 
was also the case in spot oil, aside from 
a fair jobbing trade in the latter. Near- 
ing the close new crop months stiff- 
ened and became more active on less 
favorable cotton reports regarding the 
outlook and owing to lighter offerings 
of crude, with some sellers naming 25c. 
September and first half of October, 
while for November 23c. was named, 
but no sales were reported. Cash oil 
met with further fair jobbing sales 
at unchanged prices. Details of trade 
on ‘Change during the week were 
as follows:—Monday, market quiet 
but firm, with nearby months steady 
and sales of 400 bbls.

The Woltereck Process for the 
Production of Ammonia. 


Herr Woltereck has introduced a pro- 
cess for the production of ammonia, based 
on another German process, tnat of Kick- 
mann, consisting in passing a mixture of 
atmospneric air and steam on turf or 
other substances containing carbon, such 
4s coke, oil and lignite. in the Kickmann 
process the mixture of air and steam is 
conducted on the substances containing 
carbon at a temperature embraced be- 
tween 500 deg. and sW deg. C. in such a 
way that these substances are raised to a 
bright incandescence. It has also been 
recommended in the manufacture of the 
gas of generators to convert into ammo- 
nia the nitrogen in substances containing 
carbon by pussing a mixture of air and 
steam over incandescent charcoal. 

in the present process the mixture of air 
and steam is conducted on to turf, 
rich in nitrogen, at a temperature em- 
braced between 300 deg. and 625 deg C., a 
temperature which ought never to exceed 
550 deg. C., so that the turf may not reach 
the ignition point. It has been found that 
the yield of ammonia at the high tem- 
perature of the Rickmann and otner pro- 
cesses is quite low, probably because much 
of the ammonia is destroyed; and such 
an effect is always the case when ammo- 
nia has been formed in contact with ig- 
nited charcoal for a long time; in other 
terms, a yield more elevated is secured 
by keeping the temperature of reaction 
below 050 deg. On account of the low 
temperature employed, the present pro- 
cess is specially suited to the industrial 
manufacture of large quantities, and is 
said to constitute the cheapest process now 
known. 

Exact researches effected on a large 
scale have shown that a temperature of 
about 400 deg. C. gives the best results, 
but that, nevertheless, a temperature in- 
cluded within the limits of 300 and 600 
degs. will yield quantities commervially 
useful. Above 500 deg. C. the percentage 
falls below useful quantities, and t 
within the following 50 deg. C. 

Practice has demonstrated that it is par- 
ticularly suitable to conduct the mixture 
of heated air and steam at about 300 deg. 
C. on the matter, placed, for example, in 
vertical iron retorts covered with refrac- 
tory stone. The temperature in the mass 
then rises rapidly to the height of reac- 
tion desired, at which it is kept by an ad- 
justment of the intake of steam. 

The speed of introduction of the air 
should be calculated in sueh a way that 
the quantity of oxygen admitted should 
be nearly sufficient for the complete oxi- 
dation of the carbon in the retorts, and 
for its conversion into carbonic acid, so 
that the whole may be transferred in from 
three to six hours. The quantity of steam 
is regulated according to the temperature 
selected, and a low temperature, conse- 
quently, necessitates more steam than a 
higher. Besides the ammonia, other by- 
products of value are formed, as, for ex- 
ample, tar, carbohydrates and acetic acid, 
which may be recovered in any suitable 
manner and utilized. The quantities of 
ammonia obtained in the way described 
are comparatively high; from 100 kilo- 
grams of turf, about kilograms of sul-

London Linseed Market. 


Thanks to a liberal shipment from America, 
the total exports last week exceeded those in 
the correspunding week of 1905, amounting to 
106,500 quarters, against 82,000 quarters last 
year. The amount of business passing con- 
tinues quite small; on most days both buyers 
and sellers have appeared equally indifferent. 
Calcutta is about 3d. lower on the week. 
Plate for Hull kept fairly steady in the early 
part of the week, but with fair quantities of 
North Russian seed offering at 6d. to 9d. de- 
cline, the market eased off. Duluth is offered 
at about 6d. decline. For the Continent there 
is a fair inquiry for plate at 3d. below sellers’ 
ideas. Yesterday the tone was rather steadier 
all around, Present prices of Calcutta are 2s, 
higher than at this time last year; between 
the middle of August and the end of September 
in 1905 prices declined 2s. 6d. to 3s., down to 
36s. to 36s. 3d., but, with unfavorable reports 
coming from India in November, there was a 
decided reaction, and by the end of the year 
prices advanced 6s. 6d. to 6s. from the lowest. 
With ordinary agricultural conditions the next 
crops in the Pate and India ought to give de- 
cidedly better results than the last aud, while 
present prospects in America are favorable 
for a large yield. The surplus remaining in 
the Argentine and India, if the official esti- 
mates were correct, is about the same as this 
time last year; but, on the other hand, con- 
sidering the falling off in imports this year, 
stocks of both seed and oil in Europe must be 
distinctly smaller than in August, 1905. 

The Argentine.—According to mail advices of 
the 19th July, there was great difference of 
opinion as to the area sown to linseed this 
year. It had been intended in the early part 
of the season to somewhat materially increase 
the acreage, but the weather had been unfa- 
vorable, being too dry and cold, and the gen- 
eral opinion seemed, at the time of writing, to 
be that there would be very little difference as 
compared with 1905. Nothing very definite 
could, however, be stated. 

The shipments from the Argentine to Europe 
this week were 3,950 tons, making the total 
since January 1 370,200 tons, against 614,000 
tons in the same period last year and 810,000 
tons in 1904, 

The shipments of linseed from India from 
April 1 to date have amounted to 486,000 quar- 
ters (Calcutta 321,000 quarters and Bombay 
165,000 quarters), against 777,000 quarters last 
season (Calcutta 318,000 quarters and Bombay 
459,000 quarters), and 1,448,000 quarters in 1904 
(Calcutta 896,000 quarters and Bombay 552,000 
quarters). 

From Russia and the Danube the exports of 
linseed since August 1 have amounted to 19,- 
500 quarters, against 21,000 quarters in the pre- 
vious year and 4,000 quarters in 1904, 

The shipments of linseed from all countries 
last week amounted to 43,000 quarters for the 
U. K. (including orders) and 63,500 quarters 
for the Continent, together 106,500 quarters 
(against 82,000 quarters in the same week last 
year), making the total since January 1 1,053.- 
000 quarters to the U. K. and orders, and i, 
445,500 quarters for Continent, together 3,- 
498,500 quarters, against 1,537,000 quarters tur 
U, K. and orders, and 2,581,000 quarters for 
the Continent, total 4,118,000 quarters in the 
previous year. 

The receipts of linseed at Bombay for the 
week ended July 26 amounted to 1,308 tons, 
against 817 tons in the previous week and 1,952 
tons in the same week last year. The total 
receipts at Bombay from January 1 to July 26 
have amoutned to 75,991 tons, against 137,508 
tons in the same period last year.—Beerbohm's 
Trade List.

Chicago Seed and Oil Market. 


Chicago, Aug. 30, 1906. 

September longs in the flaxseed market 
at Duluth have not had everything to 
their liking this week, and there are indi- 
cations that offerings are coming too 
heavy for them to absorb. At the start 
of the current week, the market had a 
boom, and prices were lifted substan- 
tially. Not only was the September option 
advanced, but cash and all of the more 
distant futures had a share in the better- 


ment. The triumph of the bull interests 
was not long lived, however, for after 
Thursday the market began a descent, 


and at the close to-day, cash seed, as 
well as all of the options, are lower than 
they were a week ago. Cash seed stands 
3%c. lower than it did at the close last 
week, September is off as much, October 
is down 2%c., and December is 2%c, below 
the closing level of last Wednesday. From 
a glance at the closing prices it can be 
learned that it is the nearby seed which 
has_ suffered the most, showing the 
trade is not inclined to pay the high 
prices with the prospects of there being 
a run of new seed to market within the 
next few weeks. Presumably the bulls 
in the seed trade had become convinced 
that the offerings of old seed from the 
country were drying up, and in this they 
were in part correct, for the receipts the 
last few weeks have dropped off notice- 
ably, though still far in excess of the 
receipts for the corresponding period last 
year. Every report from the country re- 
cently had been to the effect that there 
would be a heavy yield of seed on a large 
acreage, but it was ‘the idea of the Sep- 


tember bulls, presumably, that the seed 
would not be coming liberally enough 
during the time for delivery to fill Sep- 
tember contracts, that prices for that 
month could be run up to a very high fig- 
ure. if this was the belief under which 
they were engineering their September 
Squeeze the last week has rather dampened 
their ardor, though it is by no means cer- 
tain as yet that there will be a sufficient 
amount of seed on the Duluth market by 
the close of the coming month to fill all 
the contracts. But if the actions of the 
market the present week are to be taken 
as a standard by which to judge the mar- 
ket within the next few weeks, hopes of 
a& squeeze of any great proportions in the 
September option are in a fair way not 
to be realized. The country appears sud- 
denly to have awakened to the fact that 
a strong price was being bid for Septem- 
ber seed, and the result has been that the 
offerings for the delivery have been very 
free this week. If the farmers are selling 
in the Duluth market on the strength of 
the situation from a bear standpoint, as 
it appears to them, they are likely to keep 
their brokers well supplied with selling 
orders, in which event it is doubtful if 
there will be enough power in the bull 
clique to hold the market up, not to speak 
of advancing it. September has borne the 
brunt of the attack this week. More of 
the selling orders have been for that 
month than the trade had looked for. 
Prices for that month were higher, com- 
paratively, than for the more distant 
months, and when the farmer felt that he 
had the seed or would have it ready for 
delivery by the end of September the 
prices looked so good to him that he did 
not hesitate to take a chance. For a 
while the bulls tried to absorb the offer-

ings. but it was not long till they 
wavered, and the price began to go down, 
On Thursday of this week the September 
option closed at $1.16%, and the _ close 
to-day found the same delivery selling at 
$1.11%, a clear break of 5c. this week, The 
premium of September over the more dis- 
tant futures has also suffered. At the 
opening of the current week—Thursday— 
it was 4c.; to-day it was only 2%c. It may 
be that the longs understimated the cour- 
age of the country, and if one is to judge 
anything from the market trend this 
week, the backbone of the bull September 
movement has received a severe fracture. 
Whether or not the final result of the first 
battle of the new year will show the bulls 
victors or the sellers as the triumphant 
ones remains to be seen. There does not 
seem longer to be any doubt that there is 


to be a tremendous crop of seed raised. 
Not a bad report is received from any 
section of the Northwest. The crop is 


in excellent condition. In some parts of 
Minnesota it is ready for the harvester. 
In Iowa some of the Northwestern grade 


of seed already has been harvested, and 
is now finding its way to the Chicago 
market. Bulk of seed in the Dakotas and 


in Minnesota is out of danger. The pre- 
diction is freely made that there will be 
a 30,000,000 bushel crop and some of the 
enthusiastic ones say that the yield will 
be as high as 36,000,000. In the face of this 
it seems to require considerable courage 


on the part of the bulls to buy freely. 
And yet the stocks in sight are very 
small, and there is still a good demand 
trom the other side of the Atlantic. Here 
naturally is centered the hopes of the 
bulls. They feel that they have a com- 
paratively clear field with the foreigner 
till the harvesting of the Argentine crop 
in the winter, and as there is always 
uncertainty as to the size of the Argen- 


tine crop till the middle of November, at 
the earliest, the bulls are reasonably sure 
that the foreign crusher will be forced to 
take another liberal supply of American 
seed. This is the time of the year when 
there is more by. way of conjecture than 


there is of actual knowledge. The sides 
are lining up for the struggle. Let the 
foreign buyers fail the bulls in this fight 
and with the new seed which is coming 
onto the market the latter will be 
swamped. On the other hand, if the Eu- 


ropean buyers will only take the seed that 
it is expected they will, even the pros- 
pective large crop will not disturb the 
serenity of the buyers for speculative ac- 


count, the ones who are now trying to 
boost the market.

LINSEED OIL.—The market for oil has 
been alternately strong and weak this 
week, following the trend in the seed 


trade, the closing market being decidedly 
weak. There has been a quotable price 
for oil of 35c., and this is the figure which 
is now being asked for futures by one of 
the big companies on the Chicago market, 
but it must be admitted that this price is 
above the general quotation, and that 
there is no business being done at such 
an altitudinous value. The price is pro- 
hibitive, a fact which is well known by 
the crusher asking it, and it is taken to 
indicate that at least one of the important 
crushers is not yet ready to quote freely 
on future oil, the conditions in the seed 
market being as yet so uncertain. There 
is no doubt, however, that there is plenty 
of opportunity for the user of oil who is 
anxious to enter into a contract for the 
future delivery of oil to secure it as low 
as 38c. Spot oil has been sold this week 
at 34c., and some as low at 33c., and with 
the market for seed down to its lowest 
point of the week crushers are not dis- 
posed to haggle over the price of oil, when 
they really are anxious to dispose of it. 
From the manner in which the buyers 
have been acting it surely looks as though 
the advantages of the situation were all 
on their side. Many of them are not yet 
ready to take on new contracts, for the 
reason that they have some oil on their 


old purchases still to be used. Most of 
this old contract oil has been taken, but 
there is still enough of it to make it 
something of a factor in the trade. It is 
reported that some contracts were made 
at 33c. during the week, buyers taking 
the position that it was necessary to 
assume some risk, but it can safely be 


asserted that, thus far this season, there 
has not been one gallon of oil bought 
where there were a hundred taken a year 
ago. The quotable price for both cash 
and future oil at the close to-day is 33@ 
S4ec., depending on the crusher who is 
offering it 

LINSEED CAKE.—The market is 
rather quiet, though during the week 
there has been little change in prices. 
What difference there has been in quota- 
tions this week has been on the side of 
lower prices. The demand is not so keen 
as it was earlier in the season. but this 
does not create anv worry in the minds 
of the sellers, for it is the general belief 
that the dullness is only temporary. Some 
of the foreign buyers have been making 
tentative bids this week, but the crushers 
are not offering very freely. There is more 


still 


than the usual uncertaintv as to the 
future of the market. and there is little 
inclination on the sellers’ part to rush 


blindiy into contracts on which the future 
may convert losses. If the oil market had 
been kept up on the strength of the high- 
er price which was reached for seed dur- 
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ing the earlier part of the week, crushers 
would have been able to quote a lower 
price for cake, but the advance was so 
short-lived that it gave the crushers no 
chance to rearrange their schedule of 
cake prices. Some buying has been done 
this week at prices which were not given 
out, but until the demand for oil picks up 
the trade may look for a halting tendency 
on the part of crushers when it comes to 


offering cake. The quotable price for 
cake is $27@27.50 per ton, spot and futures, 
f. o. b. Chicago. 


CORN OIL.—There is little to note in 
the way of change in the corn oil trade. 
A few domestic buyers have been in the 
trade during the week, but they have not 
bought very freely, and the outlet has 
been to the foreigner, as usual. The price 
is $444.10 per hundred, in barrels, Chicago 
basis. 

LARD.—The demand for lard has been 
slightly better, on the whole, than it was 
the previous week, and the sales have 
been freer. The close to-day finds the 
market slightly higher than it was at this 


time last week. There has been a good 
speculative trading during the greater 
part of the week. The stock on hand is

Standard Oil Indictments. 


z Chicago, Aug. 29, 

The government has gone into 
“trust-busting’’ business on a very large 
plan, this being evidenced by the fact 
that ten new indictments were returned 
against the Standard Oil Company, in the 
United States District Court, last Mon- 
day. Altogether these indictments con- 
tained 6,428 counts, and form the largest 
mass of legal documents ever presented 
as indictments in the history of criminal

jurisprudence. The indictments are sim- 
ilar to those which have been returned 
heretofore, and are for the receiving of 


rebates on shipments of oil or oil product. 
They cover five different offenses, and the 
total amount of rebates, which it is 
claimed the various’ railroads have 
granted to the oil company, in the period 
covered by the indictments, is $487,690. 

It is believed that this marks the begin- 
ning of the government fight on the 
Standard Oil Company, and the possibili- 
ties of fines under the indictments are 
staggering to the mind of the average in- 
dividual. The prosecutions are to be con- 
ducted and the indictments have been re- 
turned under the Elkins’ law, which fixes 
the fine, upon conviction, at $1,000 for the 
minimum and $20,000 for the maximum 
limit. If the company is found guilty, as 
charged in the indictments, it means that 
the least that can be assessed against it, 
in the way of fines. is $6,428,000, and the 
greatest amount is $128,560,000. 

Seven railroads are mentioned in the in- 
dictments as having granted rebates, but 
as yet the government has not proceeded 
against them. Whether or not they will 
be granted immunity, for certain dis- 
closures, is a matter concerning which the 
officials of the government and the dis- 
trict attorney's office have not yet taken 
the public into their confidences. The 
roads which are alleged to have granted 
the rebates are:—Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy: Chicago and Alton; Chicago and 
Eastern Tilinois; Evansville and Terre

The only difference in the indictments, 
one from the other, is in the name of the 
road, and in the shipment said to have 
been made, and upon which the rebate is 
said to have been allowed, 

Up to the present time no bond has been 
given. There is a question as to whether 
or not the defendant can be forced to give 
bond. Under the indictment returned a 
few weeks ago the court set the bond at 
$25,000, but thus far the defendant has not 
filed a bond for that amount, If the same 
ratio were to be used in the present in- 
dictments, the bond asked would be in ex- 
cess of $8,000,000. John S. Miller, special 
counsel for the Standard Oil Company, 
declared that it was ridiculous for the 
company to be asked to give bonds. He is 
reported to have said:—‘'I never heard of 
a corporation being compelled to give 
bonds in a criminal proceeding. It cannot 
run away. The Standard Oil Company 
does not propose to resort to measures at 
all obstructive, but | cannot see any rea- 
son why it should be compelled to give 
bonds.”

Each of the 6,248 counts in the indict- 
ments is based upon the shipment of a 
tank car. It is declared that in the in- 
stance of the St. Louis and East St. Louis 
indictments, the Burlington and the Alton 
railroads had a regular tariff, on file with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, of 
19%e. per hundred for the former and 
18c. for the latter road. It is declared, 
however, that the Standard Company’s 
products were carried by the roads in 
question at 7i4c. and 6c. respectively. 

In the case of shipments beyond Grand 
Junction, it is said that the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois, the Evansville and Terre 
Haute, the Illinois Central, and _ the 
Southern railroads granted a discount of 
27% per cent. from the regular published 
tariff rates to the company. In a like 
manner, it is declared, the shipments to 
Evansville and beyond were treated, 
though the reductions on the short hauls 
were even greater. 

The indictments against the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern were based on the 
same charge as that on which the original 
indictments were returned two weeks ago. 
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It is believed that the new indictments 
will be used instead of the old ones, and 
that the latter will be quashed. 

It has not yet been determined when 
the cases will be taken up by the court, 
though the grand juries have been dis- 
charged. Judge Bethea told District At- 
torney Morrison that he would be able to 
take up the cases after Sept. 17. Before 
that time it is expected that there will be 
a secret conference of all the government 
attorneys interested in the prosecution of 
the case, at which Attorney General 
Moody will be present. District Attorney 
Morrison will leave his present position 
in the course of a few days to take up the 
prosecution of the cases. He will have as- 
ere with him Special Counsel Kel- 
ogg. 
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OBITUARY. 


William Crane Squier. 

William Crane Squier, the pioneer of the 
zinc industry in America, died at his 
home, in Rahway, N. J., Aug. 31, aged 94 
years. He was born there on Jan. 8, 1812, 
the day on which was fought the battle 
of New Orleans, and was the son of 
Jonathan and Hannah Squier, whose an- 
cestors came from Suffolk county, N. Y., 
and who were of Scotch descent, The boy 
attended school in Rahway and after 
graduating at Princeton attended the 
New York University. In 1836 he went to 
New Orleans and began his business 
career aS a manufacturer of clothing. 
While there he was a director of the Com- 
mercial Bank and the Western Marine In- 
surance Company. In 1852 he went into 
the zine business with Richard R. Man- 
ning of Brooklyn, under the title of Man- 
ning & Squier. In 1854 they organized the 
Passaic Zine Works, owners at the pres- 
ent time of the richest zinc mines in the 
world, which are in Ogdensburg, Sussex 
county, N. J. Mr. Squier was the first 
president of the company and held the 
office twenty-one years. He was a di- 


rector of the company and one of the 
largest stockholders. He was the first 
and at the time of his death the only 


president of the Rahway Savings Insti- 
tute, a life member of the New Jersey 
State Historical Society, and one of the 
organizers of the Rahway Library Asso- 
ciation.

Charleston Fertilizer Market, 
Charleston, Aug. 30, 1906. 


The commercial year closes to-morrow, and it 
has been a prosperous one for the great and 
still growing fertilizer industry. The sales 
have been highly satisfactory, and from pres- 
ent indications a flourishing business will be 
done the coming years. 

During the week under review but few 
changes have taken place in the prices of fer- 
tilizer materials. The inquiry continues to be 
light. Manufacturers are not ordering freely; 
they prefer to await future dey elopments, hop- 
ing to obtain goods at lower figures than are 
now being quoted, 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—There has not 
been any change in the price of this article. 
The existing quotations for these goods, guar- 
anteed 25 per cent. of ammonia, is $3.15 per 
100 pounds. 

FISH SOCRAP.—The condition of this com- 
modity is the same as it has been for some 
time. There is very little fish scrap offering at 
present, and what is on the market is held for 
fancy prices, viz., $3 for ground and $2.90 for 
machine dried. The schooner Flora Rogers 
arrived here this week with a cargo of fish 
scrap, which is being used at the works, 

TANKAGE.—The market remains very quiet 
for tankage, although a slight advance has 
taken place-in price, the quotation now being 
2.80. 
o SRIED BLOOD.—There has not been any 
change in the tone of this article. The price, 
however, has taken an upward tendency—that 
is, for future deliveries. The quotation for 
prompt delivery remains the same, viz., $2.75 
per unit. For futures, November and Decem- 
ber, it is $2 77% c. i. f. 

LOW GRADE TANKAGE.—The demand for 
this article is very quiet, and there has not 
been much sold recently. 

MURIATE OF POTASH.—This commodity 
continues to be without any change either in 
tone or price. The prevailing quotation is de- 
livered at Charleston, basis 80 per cent., $1.90 
per 100 pounds, c, i. f. There is not any spot 
on hand. 

SULPHATE OF POTASH.—There has not 
been any change in the condition of this 
article. The quotation now reported is $2.23% 
per 100 pounds, delivered at Charleston, basie 
90 per cent. c. lL. f. 

DOUBLE MANURE SALT.—This material 
continues to be without change. The price is, 
delivered at Charleston, basis 84 per cent., 
$1,16% per 100 pounds, ec. i. f. 

KAINIT.—The price of this article has re- 
mained the same; basis 23 per cent, of potash, 
$8.25 per ton, c. i. f., at Charleston. The 
Danieh steamship Nordhvalen, the Dutch 
steamship Voorburg and the British steamship 
Birkhall arrived here this week with cargoes 


of kainit; part of the Birkhall’s cargo was 
left at Savannah. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The market for this 
article is decidedly strong. There has been an 
advance in price, both for spot and for futures. 
The prevailing prices are, due to arrive here 
in September, $2.50 per 100 pounds; fur spots, 
$60 cash per ton of 2,000 pounds. There is a 
steamship on the way from Calieo for Cnaries- 
ton with a cargo of nitrate of soda. 

PYRITES.—'there continues to be reported a 
great scarcity of this article, and producers 
have sold very near all of their productions 
through 1908. In fact, some of the represen- 
tatives of the producers in this country are not 
offering to seli any pyrites tor the remainder 
of the year 1906 and all of the year 17 and 
are asking 1l2c. per unit for unbroken or 1s, 
It is reported that three steamships are on the 
way to Charleston with cargoes of pyrites. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—Contracts have been 
made for phosphate rock at $4.50 per ton, f. 
oO, b. at the mines, for 14 per cent. Some of 
these contracts have been made to cover a pe- 
riod of three years. The market is decidedly 
firm, The schooner J. Edward Drake is now 
taking a cargo of phosphate rock on board for 
Baltimore. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—The quotation has not 
undergone any change; it is $9.50 per ton f. o. 
b, at Charleston for 14 per cent. of available 
phosphoric acid. The schooner Joseph B, 
Thomas left here for Pinner’s Point this week 
with 2,250 tons of acid phosphate. 

AMMONIATED FERTILIZER.—The tendency 
on the part of tarmers is to a more extensive 
system of planting and the use of a much 
higher grade of goods than formerly used; that 
is to state, higher in available phosphoric acid, 
higher in ammonia and higher in potash; hence 
there will be a large demand for ammoniated 
fertilizers. Quotations will probably exceed 
those of last year by 75c.@$1 per ton.

Chicago Fertilizer Market, 


Chicago, Aug. 30, 1906. 


Brokers report a quiet tone in the fertilizers 
trade this week. ‘The demand for spot stuff 
has been tame, and only a few sales on con- 
tracts have been made, largely blood and 
tankage. There is a liberal supply of materials 
on hand, but packers are not exerting them- 
selves to make sales. As a matter of fact, a 
large part of the supply which the packers 
now have has been already sold again. Prices, 
where sales have been made, have remained 
about the same as they were last week, but 
the trading during the latter half of the week 
has been so light that prices are litile more 
than steady, 

DRIED BLOOD.—The demand for blood has 
had no keenness. Buyers are either well filled 
up or have contracted so far ahead that they 
feel they can afford to rest for a time. Sales 
during the past few months have been liberal, 
especially for futures, and it is the buying of 
these futures so far ahead which now enables 
buyers to assume indifference. While stocks 
are liberal. they are largely sold against, and 
the present dullness has no effect on the mar- 
ket. The quotable price for blood offered by 
the big packers is $2.40 for spot. 

TANKAGE.—The demand for tankage is 
largely confined to the buying of the low-grade 
stuff where it can be secured. As has already 
been pointed out there is more than the usual 
demand for the low-grade tankage, or perhaps 
it would be more correct to say that there is a 
smaller supply from which to select, as the 
big packers are averse to selling this class of 
tankage. There has been no quotable change 
in prices for the week, 12 and 12 being salable 
at $2.40 and 10; 11 and 15, $2.35 and 10; 9 and 
20 crushed, $2.20 and 10; low grades, $18@19 
per ton. Concentrated tankage is in very light 
supply, and the market is only nominal. 

BONE MEAL.—Offerings continue to be read- 
ily absorbed by the trade. Sales have been 
made this week at the same levels of prices 
which were quotable at the close of the market 
last week. The fact that the offerings are so 
light makes the market a very strong one, and 
sellers are able to secure almost their own 
prices. This is especially true of the raw bone, 
there being very little save junk bone on the 
market. The quotable price for junk is $10.50 
@20 per ton. Steamed bone meal is worth 
$17.50 per ton for unground, while the ground 
is bringing $1 more,

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Sept. 1, 1906. 


The feature of the week has been a 
further reduction in the price of the 
Lima grades of crude and in refined 
for export, the avowed intention being 
to stimulate the foreign demand for 
American refined, which has languished 
by reason of the increasing competition 
abroad. The increasing production of 
the Illinois and mid-continent fields is 
the cause for the reduction in the price 
of crude. In Illinois production is in- 
creasing so rapidly that the Standard 
Oil Co. has found it necessary to pro- 
mulgate an order, effective at once, 
notifying operators that only one tank 
can be taken from each lease in the 
future, and operators themselves must 
prepare individual storage. This means 
ihe cutting off of ready revenues for 
operators there, who may be forced to 
hold their product for the next two 
months, until the new pipe line, be- 
tween Casey, IIl., and Montpelier, Ind., 
has been completed. In the mid-conti- 
nent fields the production amounts to 
about 58,000 bbls. per day, and what to 
do with all the oil being brought to the 
surface in various sections of the coun- 
try has become a serious problem, The 
reports from the older producing States 
show a decrease in the number of com- 
pletions, but there is a large amount of 
new work under way and efforts to es- 
tablish extensions to the productive 
area have not been checked by the un- 
favorable results which have attended 
this class of operations during the past 
few months. Of the completions re- 
ported during the past week a small 
proportion were good producers, the 
great majority being small pumpers, 
with a liberal sprinkling of dry holes. 
We again hear considerable complaint 
among drillers in the older fields that 
the business has ceased to be profitable, 
is no 











but, as heretofore stated, there 
cessation in drilling activity. From 
Texas the reports have been of the 


same general character as before given, 
while stocks are decreasing. 


Refined and Products. 


The demand for refined for export 
has been only moderate during the past 
week, but it is hoped the further de- 
crease of ten points announced last 
Tuesday will stimulate the movement. 
Competition abroad has been very 
keen, and it appears that all manner 
of means are being resorted to to dis- 
place the American product. The Rus- 
sians, of course, are not concerned, 
they having stopped all shipments, and 
will be unable to do more than sup- 
ply local requirements for months to 
come, In the Far Eastern markets the 
more active competitor is Sumatra, 
and in Europe Roumania, though 
some of the other producing countries 
are extending their trade. The en- 
gagements during the past week 
amounted to about 175,000 bbls., all for 
shipment in bulk. The price of barreled 
oil for export was reduced on Tuesday 
to 7.50c. for New York loading and to 
7.45c. for Philadelphia loading. The 
principal foreign markets are steady. 
The quotations to-day by cable were:—

don, 6%@6%d., and Liverpool, 65d.

Singapore is cleaned out and 
repeated requests by cable to name 
offers remain unanswered, The situa- 
tion is critical and old time prices may 
be secured for cubeb berries. There is 
not the slightest truth in the report 
that stocks are concentrated, the fact 
is that not a single holder has stocks 
of adequate size. 

Fish berries were inactive, except in 
a jobbing way, 3@3%c. being realized. 

Laurel berries were in moderate de- 
mand at 4%@bc. 

Essential Oils. 


Sweet true almond is held at an ad- 
vance and 47c. is now the best quota- 
tion obtainable for the genuine article. 

Anise is higher as the result of the 
higher rate of silver, which enhances 
the cost of remittances to primary 
markets; $1.35 is now quoted, 

Cassia is up to 95c. after sales at 90c. 
The oil was in particularly good in- 
quiry during the week. 

Citronella is firm at 39@40c. 

Oil of cubebs was advanced to $1.10 
as the result of the higher cost of the 
berries. Sales in a very large way 
were made on Monday at 95c., where- 
upon the price was advanced to $1, $1.10 
becoming general later in the week. 

Reports of a shortage in the lavender 
crop received corroboration during the 
week and $2.25 is now an inside price 
for cultivated. 

Lemon is comparatively easy at $1.10. 
There is one holder who names $1. The 
Messina market appears to have re- 
ceded from its radical position which 
was bound to come with London and 
our market apathetic, Notwithstand- 
ing this, higher oil of lemon values are 
looked for as the season progresses. 

Indigenous pennyroyal is in very lim- 
ited supply on spot and producing sec- 
tions have so far only offered very lim- 
ited quantities. 

The peppermint oil situation is dis- 
cussed editorially and in the news col- 
umns of this issue. Careful inquiry and 
investigation in the local market shows 
that there are numerous offers from 
small distillers in the West at prices 
below those quoted by the large fac- 
tors. In a routine way $3 remains the 
general quotation. Reliable information 
is to the effect that the new crop will 
be much larger than the alarmist re- 
ports predicted a month ago. The lay 
press, which gave a good deal of at- 
tention to peppermint oil during the 
week, laid great stress on the statis- 
tical position of the oil. The statistical 
position just now is conspicuous by its 
total absence, but those who can put 
two and two together can readily see 
that the crop is more likely to be a two- 
third than a half one. Up to a few 
days ago Western operators offered to 
buy oil in this market at $2.75 and pay 


for containers extra. At the same time 
their own territory offered oil at 
prices below $2.75 to New York 
jobbers. It is difficult to prognosticate 
the cause of a market as much manipu- 
lated as the indigenous peppermint oil 
market, but both pessimists and opti- 
mists seem to have become accustomed 
to the $3 figure. As one of the large 
buyers put it, “They have talked $3 so 
long that they have come to believe 
themselves it is the proper price.” In 
the meantime our Japanese friends have 
not been asleep. They are making good 
use of the doctrine which is so popular 
here just now, that high prices for pep- 
permint oil are a boon to producer and 
jobber, and they are going to give the 
American producer a hard tussle in 
such of the foreign markets where 
cheapness is more of a consideration 
than quality. A native Kobe paper has 
the following interesting review, which 
we give in the original:— 
PEPPERMINT. 
Prospect of Crop for 1906—A Much Shorter 
One—A Probability for a Higher Price. 

It is hard to form an exact view about new 
crop peppermint at present time when the first 
cutting is hardly going to be completed up, but, 
according to several advice from most eredible 
sources, there is no doubt that it will show a 
great decrease as compared with last season's, 
due to a big decrease of about 40 per cent. on 
the acreage planted and to unfavorable weather

In Uzen, cutting is two times, July and Sept.- 
Oct. In Hakkaido it is made in one time, 
much later than others. The plant in there 
grew up only 1 foot long at present.) 

These are estimations based on a supposition 
that the weather would pass on most favorably 
for future. Considering on present course of 
the weather, which is very changeable and un- 
seasonable, we are in a doubt whether this es- 
timation could be brought into a realization. 
We have given Ean Bi’s at 120,000 kins, but 
there are some who prospect even at 100,000 
kins, jaa 

Besides a short estimation given above, one 
thing that we call attention of our readers is a 
promotion of the wealth of the farmers, the 
producers, in San Bi, in where mattings, mat- 
ting grass, straw braids and other important 
articles are made. Up to some years ago they 
always used to sell out their stock when they 
were in want of cash, but now-a-day their pe- 
cunlary position was improved so better by that 
they were able to hold their stock until a better 
price comes, 

On the whole, the situation of peppermint for 
this year promises a higher price. Those who 
dealt with this article are warned to pay a 
keen attention on the course of market for fu- 
tures. 

Old stock is in hands of some large firms, 
while new supply are held back by the proe 
ducers for a better price. The price for 
“‘Torioroski’’ (crude) sustained dearly at Y. 4 
oo kin at present, with a further upward 
sign. 

The new Japanese crop is estimated 
at 200,000 kin, and San Bi, the principal 
Japanese mint district, imitates the ex- 
ample of Michigan by prognosticating 
a half crop. There is this satisfaction 
in high prices of Japanese oil, that 
those who would use it as a deteriorat- 
ing and cheapening admixture of 
American oil will have to pay consider- 
ably more for their supplies this year 
than last. 

Offers of new crop spearmint are 
very light. A small lot of old crop 
was offered from the West this week. 


Flowers. 


Chamomiles continue firm but prices 
were not changed this week on any of 
the sorts. Old crop Roman chamomiles 
are becoming scarce on spot. Sales 
were made at 24@25c. 

We heard of a sale of 500 Ibs. of elder 
flowers at 18c., the lightness of sup- 
plies being, if anything, accentuated. 

A further advance was noted in 
American saffron flowers and $1.15 is 
now quoted in one quarter, while $1.20 
is asked in another.

The high prices for aloes continue to 
be practiced, Curacaos being especially 
firm, due to excessive prices asked in 
primary markets. Further advances 
would not come as a surprise.

Peppermint Combine to be Squelched, 


As we go to pressS we are furnished 
with the following extract of a létter 
received by Magnus and Lauer Satur- 
day noon:— 

Michigan has an anti-trust law which 
makes unlawful any such combination as 
that proposed by the peppermint growers 
for the purpose of controlling and regulat- 
ing prices. If the peppermint growers 
should do what the newspaper reports 
say they contemplate doing, their action 
would qufte likely be a violation of our 
anti-trust law, but, until such action is 
taken, there would be no ground, in my 
opinion, for a court’s issuing an injunc- 
tion to restrain it. When the peppermint 
growers shall have acted at their meeting 
to be held in Kalamazoo on September 
5, and that action shall be found to be in 
violation of our law, I shall willingly make 
an attempt to restrain the carrying out of 
such unlawful combination, notwith- 
standing the fact that you New Yorkers 
have furnished our Western people with 
numerous forcible precedents in the for- 
mation and carrying on of illegal combin- 
ations to control prices and production.

TRADE ITEMS,

Analyses of Jaiap * 
BY RUSSELL W. MOORE, M. A., M. SC. 


At the reading of a paper by me on this 
subject before the section on March 25, 
1904 (this J., 1904, 412). in which the ave- 
rage resin content of’ninety-eight sam- 
ples of jalap was given as 12.60 per cent., 
some discussion arose as to whether this 
was not an excessive average for the 
*jalap to be found in the market. One 
member of great experience, in dealing 
with crude drugs, gave it as his opinion 
that jalap testing as high as 12. per 
cent. of resin was not easily obtainable, 
and that the ordiinary jalap of commerce 
averaged from four to seven per cent. of 
resin, Since the former paper was written 
I have had occasion to test a much larger 
number of jalap samples, the results of 
which are here given, the different lots

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Iodine Industry of Norway. 


An article by Consul B. M. Rasmu- 
sen, of Stavanger, entitled “Importance 
of Seaweed,” published in Daily Con- 
sular and Trade Reports for January 
15, has brought him numerous letters 
of inquiry from Scandinavia, Great 
Britain, and lately from the United 
States. These inquiries embrace many 
topics, and cover the various stages 
from the sprouting of the weed to the 
finished product, while the article re- 
ferred to treated the subject from an 
economic standpoint only. With a view 
of answering the letters received from 
persons in the United States who are 
interested in this industry, Mr. Ras- 
musen transmits the following trans- 
lated article from a Norwegian journal 
on ‘Seaweed Burning,” which treats 
the subject in a practical way:— 


The annual income (in Norway) from 
seaweed ashes amounts to about $107,200, 
but it can be doubled. Every fisherman 
knows the difference between alga and 
tang. Only the former can be used as 
raw material for the iodine and chloriodic 
industry; tang is entirely worthless. But 
of the different kinds of alga, it is imma- 
terial, or nearly so, whether one makes 
use of the large, strong stalks or the 
broad-leaved kind; when the weed is 
carefully handled one can secure an ex- 
cellent product. If tang is burned with 
alga the value is decreased considerably, 
and all such wares should be refused. It 
is defrauding the purchasers, who might 
as well buy wood or coal ashes as those 
burned from tang. This has not been 
clear to the producers, which is only nat- 
ural when it is remembered that ther 
has not hitherto been produced sufficient 
ashes to supply the demand, and the pro- 
duct, therefore, has been partly bought 
without criticism by the manufacturers. 

Besides being mixed with ‘‘tang,’’ the 
ashes are often found to be adulterated 
by sand and stone. Alga ashes are also 
of little value when decayed or rotten 
weed is used or when the weed has been 
too long exposed to rain before dried, or 
when the fire is extinguished by salt 
water. The best product is obtained, as 
a rule, from the cut weed, but weed that 
is washed ashore is often very good, es- 
pecially early in the year—say, in April 
and May. 

The weed must be fresh dried and 
burned on rocky ground. Should it rain 
the weed must be gathered in a heap and 
covered. Along with the dry weed must 
be placed some that is damp, to prevent 
the fire from breaking through, so that 
no more air is admitted than necessary 






to promote the carbonization. The burn- 
ing shouid take place on rocky ground, so 
that the ashes will not become polluted 
with sand and gravel, 

We strongiy recommend seaweed burn- 
ing and careful handiing of the product, 
because our country can not alford to 
iose any of its industries. Now that the 
vapanese have aiso entered this flieid, the 
price of iodine in November, 19, feii 
trom 29,66 kroner to 16.95 kroner per kiio 
($3.61 to §2.06 per pound). What differ- 
ence the price of the prepared articie has 
on the maintenance of tnis industry one 
can understand. 

The price is governed by several fac- 
tors. What we can do is to produce gooa 
and sufficient raw material for the bene- 
tit of our maratime popuiation and our 
manufacturers by careful handling of the 
weed. As an exampie of how necessary 
it is and how the question of success or 
failure is dependent on the quality of the 
raw materiais, it can be mentioned that 
of two competing manufacturers in this 
country in the production of the same 
amount of goods, one used 420 tons of 
ashes, at a cost of $13,060; the other used 
236 tons, at a cost of $8,040. This differ- 
ence of $5,020 in cost of manufacture rep- 
resents a direct loss for Norwegian in- 
dustry, and therewith for our nation; loss 
caused by carelessness and want of judg- 
ment. If the struggle for maintaining 
Norwegian and Scotch industries stands 
face to face with Japan—and it will come, 
and come soon—the best chances for suc- 
cess lie with the factory producing the 
most economicaily. 

Now the several dealers contemplate 
buying only according to analysis, mak- 
ing sure that they pay for onity good 
wares. That something must be done to 
prevent adulteration ail are agreed, both 
the Norwegian producers and the agents 
tor Scotch manufacturers, who are ail 
located in Stavanger and have subagents 
round about who buy the greater part 
of ashes produced on the Norwegian 
coast. 

lf the European production of iodine 
must cease, the burning of seaweed 
ceases with it. From certain districts 
where particularly poor ashes come sev- 
eral manufacturers have already with- 
drawn. The time is not far distant when 
all inferior weed burning must cease, be- 
cause buyers can not be found for the 
poor quality. From the time that all 
ashes are to be analyzed, accepted and 
paid for according to analysis, the poor 
and adulterated article will no longer be 
received. 

The Japanese have cheaper and better 
raw materials, cheap coal, and anyone 
can judge if we are right when we say 
that this whole Norwegian industry 
stands in danger of collapse. To pre- 
vent this we Northmen must get to- 
gether. We therefore sum up our re- 
marks thus: Take up seaweed burnin 
along all the coasts wherever the we 
is fume, but be careful with its treat- 
ment.

Occasionally the conclusion reckoning 
for an expired business period follows the 
reckoning of the storage deficiency and in 
such a manner that the body of produ- 
cers of one sort of crude oil is to be 
charged for the deficiency arising from 
the store auantity of this latter, reparti- 
tioned per meter centner of the quantity 
of this kind of crude oil found deficient 
in the expired business period of the 
reckoning. With the special marks the 
deficiency can be reckoned separately for 
each individual producer. 

Section 9. Rented Reservoirs.—The Pe- 
trolea is entitled and obliged by its com- 
mittee members to take in lease the iron 
reservoirs existing at the time of the 
conclusion which did not belong indispen- 
sibly to the management and theretore 
could not be closed, for the entire dura- 
tion of the commission agreement, and 
at the rate of —— h per month and meter 
centner during the first ‘year, at the rate 
of .... h during the next year, and at 


the rate of h during the following 
year, 
Especial rent agreements are to be 


made by the Petrolea with these com- 
mittee members, just as with the profes- 
sional storage firms. 

Section 10. Monthly Settlements.—The 
Petrolea is obliged to distribute the net

In the monthly deliveries the new deliv- 
eries following in the concerned month 
are i a taken and the stores exist- 
ing on the first day of the business period, 
the latter, however, only in one-twelfth 
part. Of the quantities submitted princt- 
pally in that month that quota should be 
reckoned as delivery which, in the month 
concerned, is — to the total delivery 
quota estimated for the entire business 
period and further should obtain for the 
accepted delivery quota of the moypth’'s 
deliveries, inclusive of one-twelfth of the 
store at the beginning of the business 
period, such net proceeds per meter 
eentner for payment as corresponds to 
the total average net proceeds to be rated 
in the concerned month for the entire 
busifiess period, after deducting the dif- 
ferent net proceed duties. 

If in one month the sum of the granted 
invoices should not be sufficient to com- 
pletely wipe out this net proceeds per 
meter centner, then, first of all, in the 
concerned month, a smaller net proceeds 
is obtained for adjustment than the est:- 
mated total average price per meter cent- 
ner. On the other_hand, in such months 
tn which the sum the granted invoices 
are greater than the sum necessary for 
the payment of the concerned quota at 
the completely estimated total average 
price, the remaining surplus is to be em- 
ployed for after payment on the chance 
smaller net proceeds of the preceding or 
following month. 

The Petrolea will send to each commtt- 
tee member, on the twenty-fifth day of 
each month at latest, a statement which 
must contain the following data:—(a) The 
position of the storage supply on the first 
day of the current business period; (b 
the new deliveries in this business peri 
up to the first day of the month Imme- 
diately preceding and in itself; (c) the de- 
liveries in this business period up to the 
first day of the month immediately pre- 
ceding and in itself; (d) the sum of the 
invoices in this business period up to the 
first day of the month immediately pre- 
ceding and in this itself, but according 
to domestic, export or other employments 
and the average net proceeds obtained in 
the separate employments; (e) an esti- 
mated valuation of the deliveries to be 
expected for the remaining duration of 
the business period and, after that, for 
the entire duration of the business period 
on the one side, and the deliveries ac- 
cording to the separate employments on 
the other side, or the setwere quota re- 
sulti therefrom for the entire business 
period, as also the total averaae net pre- 
ceeds per meter centner resulting for the 
entire business period; (f) a valuation of 
the taxes touching the total average net 
proceeds, divided into sums according to 
their kind; (g) a collection of the net 
roceeds paid out in the preceding months, 
esides reckoning the eventual payment. 

The Petrolea will prove to each indi- 
vidual committee member on the same 
date and with respect to the previously 
mentioned statements the share of net 
proceeds due him upon the basis of his 
month's deliveries or his stores from the 
first day of the business period, and _ will 
bring for payment by the fifteenth of the 
following month in so far as the quanti- 
ties reckoned delivered are not charged 
with previously advanced money or pay- 
ments on account of the seffflements. 

Upon request the Petrolea will give 
each individual committee member, in the 
course of each month, an advance upon 
the settlements to be expected for the 
same by the fifteenth of the following 
month, to be paid with interest of 2 per 
cent. over the bank interest at that time, 
and will — information as to the extent 
of this advance at the beginning of each 
month, 

The stored quantities of the month's de- 
liveries, or a twelfth of the store remain- 
ing unsold during a month, do not share 
in the net proceeds of the followin 
month of this business riod; rather a 
the conclusion of the business period they 
are to be carried forth after the success- 
ful establishment of the definite rtions 
of the total year’s deliveries to be con- 
sidered as delivered, as stores of the next 
business period and then treated in the 
sense of the previously mentioned deter- 
minations of this paregrapn. 

As to the remaining quantities of the 
monthly new deliveries remaining all the 
month the Petrolea will give each indl- 
vidual committee member, at his request, 
a confirmation of the contents, so that 
this quantity is unenfeoffed and free, and 
exclusively stored in the reservoirs of the

Section 11. Definite Reckoning.—At 
latest, three months after the expiration 
of each business period the average 
standard net proceeds per meter centner, 
which has to be esteemed as price of 
reckoning up, is established by the Pe- 
trolea from all the deliveries accepted by 
it in the expired business period for va- 
rious employments or from the invoices 
of crude oil under payment of the charge 
concerning the net proceeds to be debited 
to the invoice credit, but without regard 
to the fees and costs to be especially 
charged to the individual committee 
members or a group of committee mem- 
bers, after the definite reckonings to the 
especially ascertained average net pro- 
ceeds per meter centner of the inland and 
export appropriations have been attended 
to with those producers’ refineries which 
have made purchases upon the basis of

er, write a de- 
tailed statement of the total reckoning 
to all the committee members for all the 
stores* on the first day of the bi ess 
period, as also for the new deliveries 
equally constituti the delivery quota, 
and will lay these Betore the revision com- 
mittee for examination to be accom- 
plished within fourteen @ays. After the 
approbation of the reckonings by the 
revision committee the same becomes 
equal for all committee members. The 
approved reckoning is duplicated within 
fourteen days to be sent to the committee 
members and to give definite surety to 
each committee member. 

If, after the acceptance of the definite 
surety and charges of all taxes and du- 
ties to be borne individually by the com- 
mittee members, a credit of the latter is 
delivered to the account of a committee 
member, the Petrolea then has to under- 
take the remittance within fourteen days 
after sending the reckoning statement. 
Likewise each committee member has to 
provide within fourteen days a credit of 
this resulting favorably to the Petrolea. 

Each committee member must advance 
all objections to the reckoning statements 
placed against his credit by the Petrolea 
within fourteen days after its receipt, 
so that after the expiration of this period 
of time the reckoning statement remain- 
ay unquestioned is regarded as approved. 

ection 12. Delivery Adjustments -- 
Conformable to the Seats sections 10 
and 11 a uniform and equal quota of his 
total commission balance is to be cred- 
ited to each individual committee mem- 
ber as delivered on the part of the Pe- 
trolea at the conclusion of a business pe- 
riod. If the commission balance of a com- 
mittee member consists of different crude 
oil marks, then the delivery quota is not 
to be reckoned se arately from each in- 
dividual crude oil mark, but from the 
total commission balance. A necessary 
adjustment in the general delivery quota 
in consequence of a smaller or greater ef- 
fective delivery in the special mark of a 
committee member will have to come 
within the credit of the committee mem- 
ber concerned. But should the adjustment 
in this manner be impossible, or next to 
impossible, then by the transfer of the 
difference in quantities the same has to 

to the credit of one to be chosen by the 

etrolea. 

Nevertheless, for those committee mem- 
bers, from whose credit a quantity of 
special mark was transferred to the 
credit of another, there remain the de- 
terminations of the agreement especially 
entered into with him regarding the dif- 
ferences in price in the sense of preced- 
ing section 5 as effective for the quantity 
transferred to the concerned foreign 
credit, so.that for the possessor of the 
latter credit the quantity of special mark 
falling to him by the way of delivery ad- 
justment has the value of the standard 
crude oil, at which alone he is entitled and 
obliged to receive it. 

Section 18. Duration of the Commission 
Agreements.—Conformable to this regula- 
tion all commission agreements to be 
concluded are to be concluded entirely 
conformably and without detriment to the 
modalities of an earlier dissolution fur- 
nished in the following section 15, and 
after duration of four years. The present 
regulations, or the commission agreement 
concluded upon the basis of the same, first 
become effective in case such commission 
agreements, on the part of the Petrolea, 
are to be concluded with such a number 
of crude oil producers and field operators 
that the present and prospective produc- 
tion of the fields, or sharers in the fields, 
remaining without the Petrolea, is to be 
rated with more than 15 per cent. of the 
total Galician crude oil production. 

Section 14. New Accessions.—The Pe- 
trolea has permitted the conclusion of 
commission agreements with individual 
crude oil producers under other condi- 
tions than are established in this regula- 
tion upon the basis of a committee con- 
clusion prepared with a majority of 85-100 
of the votes represented in the meeting 
concerned, 

The release of a committee member 
from his commission relations, as also the 
dismissal of any obligations incumbent 
upon him from the commission relations 
is ——_ only with the consent o 
an per cent. majority of the votes rep- 
resented in the committee meeting con- 
cerned. 

Section 15. Known Modalities.—Before 
the expiration of the period of time men- 
tioned in section 13 such a group of com- 
mittee members, w together possess 15 
per cent. of the stores existing in the 
geent of time concerned, can demand the 

issolution of all commission agreements 
with the expiration of the quarter follow- 
ing the dissolution proposal in the follow- 
ing cases:—(a) If in three consecutive 
months more than 800 cisterns of crude oil 
are monthly sent for delivery from a field 
by outsiders without the Petrolea; (b) if 
during two consecutive months more than 
500 cisterns of crude oil have been deliv- 
cred monthly by a field standing without 
the Petrolea; (c) if the Petrolea should 
revoke or change a commission agreement 
concluded under violation of a determi- 
nation made in sections 13 and 14. 

On its side the Petrolea can declare all 
commission agreements as dissolved with 
the expiration of the quarter following 
notices relative thereto in the followin 
cases:—(a) If the last preceding annua 
balance of the Petrolea should show a loss 
exceeding one-fourth of the stock cap- 
ital; (b) as soon as the storages on com- 
mission oil with the Petrolea have 
reached a height of 60,000 cisterns. 

If the dissolution first begins after the 
thirtieth of April the reckoning period

is then extended beyond the thirtieth of 


April witil the day of the dissolution in 
so far as a continuation of the commis- 
sion agreement is not accorded in the in- 
terim. At the dissolution of the commis- 
sion agreement—the dissolution can only 
refer to all commission agreements in 
general and not to separate commission 
agreements alone—each committee mem- 
ber has the right and the duty to dis- 
ose of his own oil in so far as the same 
s not already sold at the conclusion, and 
the committee should not determine by 
means of a two-thirds majority the com- 
mon sale and the common delivery of the 
stores not sold upon the basis of former 
eonclusions. On the demand of the two- 
thirds majority of the trusted committee, 
and so far as concerns the \atter pur- 
chasers, who have bound themselves to 
receive the stored oil unsold within a 
year, the Petrolea is obliged to make 
and settle these deliveries, In regard to 
all deliveries after the day of dissolution 
a new storage duty is due the Petrolea 
to the extent per q. of stored oil es- 
tablished in conformation to section 8— 
without detracting from the other charges 
and duties touching the delivered oil ac- 
cording to this regulation. 

If the committee does not conclude the 
common sale and common reckoning with 
the provided majority that committee can 
demand, with two-thirds majority, at the 
dissolution of the commission agreement, 
that the undelivered oil of each separate 
committee member—according as, and in 
so far as not already sold—can be stored 
as new production, the latter simply in 
the sequence of the delivery and in pro- 

ortion to the storage space of the Pe- 
rolea existing in their own or in the 
rented reservoirs standing at their dis- 
posal tn conformation to the existing con- 
tracts, without renewing the same, at 
the accorded prices, but at longest six 
months from the day of dissolution. 

Section 16. Succession of Rights.—All 
determinations of this regulation or of 
the commission agreements also prevail 
for authorized successions of the com- 
mittee members. 

If a committee member entirely or par. 
tlally alienates his crude oil works, rents, 
or, for another reason, entirely or par- 
tially makes over his business to other 

rsons, he is obliged to make it a duty 

‘or the acquirer, renter or business re- 
ceiver, to enter into his place in the com- 
mission agreement. The original com- 
mittee member remains answerable for 
the punctual performance of all obliga- 
tions resultin from the commission 
agreement until the acquirer, renter or 
business receiver has concluded a com- 
plete and similar commission agreement 
with the Petrolea in his place, 

Section 17. Crude Oil Acquisitions of 
the Petrolea.—If the Petrolea acquires 
crude oil for its own account and should 
bring it for sale the same shares in the 
settlement in the same manner as if it 
ee been delivered by a committee mem.~ 

er. 

Section 18. Arbitration Committee.—For 
the case when any dispute whatsoever 
should come to pass from the present reg- 
ulation, or from commission agreements 
to be concluded in conformation to the 
same, both the Petrolea as well as the 
committee members must submit to a 
freely chosen arbitration committee, 
which is to be appointed in the follow- 
ing manner:— 

The Petrolea chooses an arbitrator, the 
committee member (or if several commit- 
tee members are concerned they choose in 
common) chooses the second arbitrator 
and the arbitrators appointed by both 
sides name a third arbitrator as _ their 
chairman. If both arbitrators should not 
have agreed upon the chairman within 
eight days, at longest, after their appoint- 
ment, then the chairman is appointed by 
the president of the Chamber of Trade 
and Commerce for Austria, in Vienna, or 
by his representative. 

The arbitration commission has to make 
its headquarters in Vienna. As for the 
rest, the determination of the Austrian 
orders of civil process, sections 577 and 
599, are to be established. 

If differences in cotnlce regarding the 
interpretation of this regulation arising 
between the Petrolea and a committee 
member gives occasion for the calling 
of the arbitration committee that author- 
ity is to be exercised by the arbitration 
commission which is expressed on the 

art of the committee by the simple ma- 
ority. 





ALTERATION AGREEMENTS OF THE 
DROHOBYCZ COMMITTEE. 


Concerning Section 2.—Statistical state- 
ments according to the formulas to be 
prepared by the Petrolea only semi-an- 
nually, with the obligation of the com- 
mittee members to bring to notice only 
essential alterations in the course of the 
semester. 

Conventional fines only can be charged 
if a committee member does not answer 
within fourteen days to summons re- 
ceived under threat of the same. 

Section 3.—The conclusions authentically 
proven on accession are to be regarded in 
so far as they do not oppose obligations 
of the Petrolea previously aeeagtee by the 
committee members concerned. 

Alteration of the point of time for trans- 
ferring oil to the Petrolea. 

Permission of Sale to the Committee 
Members of the Petrolea.—Transfers of 
erude oil are effected either by direct 
discharge into the reservoirs of the Pe- 
trolea or by means. of storage certificates. 
Elimination of the determination! con- 
cerning the obligations of the committee 
members to transfer the pipes to the firms 
made known to him by the Petrolea. 

Section 4.—Elimination of the naming of 
the poandee members of the committee, 
relative stipulation that the standing 
members are those who work with a 
number of drilling rigs to be established.

Section 10.—In the first place, the set- 
tlement has to be effeeted upon the basis 
of a monthly average of the annual sup- 
ply to be established for the entire busi- 
ness year, so that in all the twelve months 
a uniform quantity of the production— 
without regarding in what quantities the 
refineries draw the production—has to go 
for payment. 

The oil stores of the first of May. 1906, 
should be partially immobilized so that 
only 15,000 cisterns per year. or 1,250 cis- 
terns per month, go for sale, while the 
rest of the monthly requirements is to 
be supplied from the current production 
of the month, 

If the production of the month should 
not be sufficient to cover the requirements 
the deficiency is to be reckoned in the 
sense that one-fifth of this deficiency is 
made up from the old, four-fifths, on the 
contrary, from the store up to the first of 
May, providing there is sufficient, and 
then only when no stores over one-fifth 
are present, the entire deficiency is ad- 
justed from the old stores. 

On the other hand, the stores accumu- 
lated by May first—in so far as they 
should not go for settlement in the above 
manner—are not to participate longer in 
the net proceeds of the following months 
of the business year, and are to be car- 
rier forward as stores of the next busi- 
ness year, and are to be treated in the 
ore manner as the stores per May 1, 

Section 11. Elimination of the determin- 
ation that the reckoning for the individ- 
ual committee members, ratified by the 
revision committee, stands and can no 
longer be opposed by the same. 

Section 15. The known right of the 
committee members to reserve only 3314 
per cent. of stores not sold of one group, 
whereby the old stores through one-fifth 
of 196 were to be correspondingly re- 
duced at the establishment of this figure, 
so that the entire field stands without 
the Petrolea. 

Dissolution term unconditionally three 
months at least. Known right of the 
Petrolea altogether debarred. 

With an unsold store of 60,000 cisterns 
the Petrolea is obliged, through the com- 
mittee members, to make further deliv- 
eries on account of providing the neces-

Trading has assumed more active 
proportions during the past week, and 
the state of the market was generally 
satisfactory. There appears to be a 
substantial air to the market, and with 
few exceptions the tendency of the 
more important lines seems to be 
working upward. From present ap- 
pearances the market promises. to 
open up well jn the early fall, 
and stocks on hand are by no means 
heavy. The glass-making fires will 
open about October 15, and the differ- 
ent chemicals used in the manufacture 
of glass have commenced to show signs 
of activity. Oxalic acid has ruled de- 
cidedly firmer, and 6c. is announced for 
contracts over 1907.

The Petroleum Fields of Canada. 


Toronto, Aug. 30, 1906. 


The activity of American operators for 
oil in this part of Canada is centered now 
in the vicinity of Chatham City, which is 
contiguous to the Petrolea district. The 
particular district is Tilbury and Raleigh 
townships. The land for miles has been 
leased, there are forty wells in operation 
and many more are being put down, there 
being not a dry hole so far. The cost of 
boxing and casing these wells is about 
$2,500 each, consequently a large amount 
in the entire enterprise must be invested. 
The oil bearing sands are there, and the 


operators hold that they are on the real; 


stream that will be as permanent and 
productive as similar land in the United 
States. Thus oil men have been attracted 
from Ohio, Pennsylvania, Kansas, Texas, 
Oklahoma and California. Nearly all the 
companies operating are of United States 
register, and the leaseholders have their 
offices in the States. There is a pipe line 
from the wells to the railway and the oil 
flows from the tanks that receive it to 
the cars of the Imperial Oil Company, 
understood to be a wing of the Standard 
Oil Company, and then conveyed to the 
refinery at Sarnia. The operators realize 
$1.92 a barrel on their product, which 
figure includes the government bounty of 
fifty-two cents a barrel, hence the com- 
pany is making a handsome profit. 

A prominent operator has expressed the 
Opinion that the new fields will rival the 
best flelds of Ohio and Illinois, 

“What is the average flow of the wells 
now in operation?” he was asked. 

“Quite twenty-five barrels a day,’’ he 
replied. 

The activity of the oil interests is seen 
in the following paragraphs:— 

The John Finn well No. 1, shot last 
week, responded satisfactorily and looks 
to be good for seventy-five barrels a day. 

Roth, Barnard & Co. has purchased the 
material and equipment formerly owned 
by the Alexander Oil and Development 
Co., in Mersea, and will remove the same 
to the Tilbury fields. 

E. J. Maire, of Lima, Ohio, secured a 
lease of the Williams farm last week, 
near the village of Fletcher, for $1,800 and 
one-eighth of the oil. 

Bowlby, Church & Morten and Roth, 
Argeu Bernard & Co. have bought out the 
leases in Mersea and Tilbury held by the 
Alexander Oil Company, for $100,000, the 
property including 1,900 acres. 

In the well on the Charley 
Raleigh, a great flow of oil 
at 900 feet. 

Numbers 1 and 2 wells on the Howard 
Marshall farm filled three tanks this 
week in forty-eight hours, 

On the John Stevenson farm, Tilbury 
East, No. 1 well is making forty-five bar- 
rels every twenty-four hours. 

Miller & Warner’s well on the Sam 
Pook farm filled up over 700 feet of oil in 
the casing half an hour after being shot. 

The Haggerty, Roth & Norten well, Til- 
bury East, was shot by the Leamington 
Torpedo Company last week, and made 
fifty-two barrels of oil the first three 
hours she was pumped, 

The well on the Pook farm, Tilbury

was struck 





East, made 125 barrels in the first twenty- 
four hours, 

Contractors think that after the Warner 
well on the Irwin farm has been cleaned 
= she will make seventy-five barrels a 
day. 

Jennings & Galloway, Pittsburgh, have 
acquired 4,500 acres in Leamington district. 

The production of the oil field on the 
Fenn farm, owned by the Imperial Oil 
Company, is 800 barrels per day.

Iodine in Japan. 

A report from Consul-General Henry B. 
Miller, at Yokohama, says that there is 
about 110,000 pounds of crude iodine man- 
ufactured in Japan on an average for 
export each year. The price ranges from 
3.10 yen (1 yen—49.8 cents) to 5.45 yen per 
pound. At present the price is 3.65 yen 
or about $1.82. The bulk of shipments 
goes to England, very little going to the 
United States. The Japanese use divers 
to gather the seaweed from which it is 
made. Concerning the process of mak- 
ing after burning, the crude method in 
use for ages continues, and the real dif- 
ference in cost of production is probably 
due entirely to the difference in cost of 
wages. It is made in three places, Osaka, 
Hayama, and Tokyo. Japanese dealers 
assert that the price of iodine is regulated 
in London by a convention in the form 
of a practical trust. The cheapest and 
principal place of the world’s production 
is in Chile, South America, and this con- 
vention regulates the price by control of 
the product from that country. The con- 
vention does not contest the market for 
the Japanese product so long as the 
amount is not too large. When the ex- 
port from Japan threatens to grow heav- 
ier the price in the London market is 
lowered and the Japanese producer closes 
down his plant. As _ these institutions 
are small and inexpensive they can af- 
ford to close down and wait for a rise 
in the market, when they start up again. 
The real competition is the product from 
Chile.

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‘In all mineral leases it must be provided 
that only so much of the surface of the land 
described as may be reasonably necessary to 
earry on the work contemplated may be oe- 
cupied by the lessee. 

“All original lessees of mineral lands shall 
be required to furnish a bond, with two or 
more sufficient sureties, or a responsible surety 
company, guaranteeing the payment of all roy- 
alties and rents at the time and in the manner 
specified in the lease, and the performance of 
all covenants and agreements names in the 
lease to be paid and performed by the lessee. 
Such bond shall be in amount as follows: For 
leases covering 40 acres and less than 980, 
$1,000; for those covering 80 acres and less 
than 120, $1,500; for those covering 120 acres 
and not more than 160, $2,000, and for each 
40-acre tract, or fractional part thereof, above 
160 acres, an additional amount of $500; but 
the right is specifically reserved to increase the 
amount of such bond above the sums named in 
any particular case where the Secretary of the 
Interior deems it proper to do so, 

“‘No lease shall be sublet, transferred, or as- 
signed without the consent and approval of the 
Secretary of the Interior. 

‘‘All mineral leases shall provide for the pay- 
ment of advanced annual royalty in sums of 
not less, than 15 cents per acre per annum for 
the first and second years, 30 cents per acre 
per annum for the third and fourth years, and 
75 cents per acre per annum for the fifth and 
each succeeding year thereafter for the term 
for which the lease is to run, the sums thus 
paid to be a credit on the stipulated royalties, 
should the same exceed in any one year the 
amount of the advanced payment. 

“All oil and gas leases shall provide for the 
payment of a royalty of 10 per cent. of the 
value on the leased premises of all crude oil 
extracted from said land, to be paid monthly 
on or before the 25th day of the month suc- 
ceeding that in which it is produced, and the 
average value of the oil during the month in 
which it is produced shall constitute the ori- 
terlon for computing the royalty. The royalty 
on natural gas shall be fixed by the Secretary 
of the Interior at the end of each year, or 
oftener, in his discretion, 

“All coal and asphalt leases shall provide 
for the payment of royalties as follows, to 
wit:—On asphaltum, the sum of 10 cents per 
ton for each and every ton of crude asphalt 
produced weighing 2,000 pounds, or the sum 
of 60 cents per ton on refined asphalt; on the 
production of all coal mined, the sum of 8 
cents per ton of 2,000 pounds on mine-run of 
coal as it is taken from the mines, including 
what is commonly called ‘slack.’ All such roy- 
alties shall be paid monthly, as hereinbefore 
provided for oil and gas, 

“‘All mineral lessees must agree to allow the 
lessor and his agents from time to time to 
enter upon and into all parts of the leased 
premises for purposes of inspection, and agree 
to keep a full and correct account of all their 
operations and make report theerof, under oath 
promptty after the end of each month, to the 
lessor, and to the Secretary of the Interior, 
through such officer as he may designate, and 
their books shall be open at all times to the 
examination of such officers of the Department 
as shall be instructed in writing by the Secre- 
tary of the Interior to make such examination. 

“The agent, before transmitting a lease, will 
ascertain whether the lessor or lessors are in 
fact the parties to whom the land was al- 
lotted, 

‘‘No person or corporation will be allowed to 
lease, within the territory occcupied by the 
Five Civilized Tribes, for the purpose of min- 
ing for oil and gas, more than 4,800 acres of 
land in the aggregate. 

“Any oil and gas lease presented to the De- 
partment must be accompanied by an appli- 
eation by the lessee, for aproval of such 
lease in the form of an affidavit, showing 
that the lessee is not directly or indirectly 
interested in oil and gas leases or applica- 
tion for such leases, within the territory 
occupied by said nations, the lands embraced 
» ——. with the i ¢~ covered by the 
ease or leases presented for approv y 
make more than 4,800 acres. - = 

“Oil and gas leases shall be executed upon 
forms prescribed and furnished by the De- 
partment, and shall be accompanied by an 
application (Form B), under oath, and a 
certificate (Form C) of an officer of some 
bank, such forms and the form of lease 
(Form A) to be furnished applicants by the 
Indian agents at Union Agency. The appli- 
cation shall be considered a part of the 
lease. 

“No lease or any interest therein, by work- 
ing or drilling contract or otherwise, or the 
use thereof, directly or indirectly, shall be 
sublet, assigned or transferred without the 
consent of the Secretary of the Interior first 
obtained, and if at any time the Secretary 
of the Interior is satisfied that the proyisions 
of any lease, or that any of the regulations 
heretofore or that may hereafter be pre- 
seribed, have been violated he shall have 
authority, after ten days from notice to the 
parties, to cancel and annul such lease, with- 
out resorting to the courts, and without any 
further proceedings, and the lessor shall be 
entitled to immediate possession of the land. 

“When leases have been heretofore or may 
hereafter be approved covering oil and gas 
lands, lessees shall have the privilege of 
delaying operations for a period not exceed- 
ing five years from the date of these regula- 
tions, except where bonds are approved sub- 
sequent to the date hereof, in which event 
the period shall run from the date of the 
approval of the bond by paying to the United 
States Indian agent, Union Agency, for the 
use and benefit of the respective lessors, in 
addition to the required annual advanced 
royalty, the sum of $1 per acre per annum 
for each leased tract remaining undeveloped. 

“The Secretary of the Interior reserves the 
right to require any lessee to immediately 
develop a leased tract should he determine 
that the interests of the lessor demand such 
action. 

“Every lessee shall securely cap or plug 
each oil or gas well upon the land leased 
within three days after the same is aban- 
doned or not used, and every lessee failing 
to secureiy cap or plug his oil or gas well, 
as above required, shall pay the United 
States Indian agent for the Union Agency, 
for the use of the lessor, the sum of $10 per 
day for each well during the time said well 
or wells remain not capped or plugged, and 
for any failure on the pare of the lessee to 
comply with any rule or regulation or any 
obligation in his lease the Secretary of the 
Interior may revoke his approval of any 
such lease, after due notice to the lessee. 
This regulation shall be applicable to leases 
heretofore made as well as those hereafter 
entered into. 

‘“‘Lessees shall not be allowed to drill oil 
or gas wells within one hundred and fifty 
feet of the division line between the lands 
covered by their leases and adjoining lands, 
whether the latter lands are leased or un- 
leased, allotted or unallotted. 

“Hereafter no rents, royalties or payments 
accruing under any lease which has been 
approved by the Secretary of the Interior, 
or which requires his approval, shall be paid 
direct to the lessor or to the guardian or 
curator of a minor or incompetent, but all 
payments to be made under any lease shall, 
at the times and in the amounts specified in 
such instrument, be deposited with the 
United States Indian agent at Union Agency 
or with such other person as may be desig- 
nated by the Secretary of the Interior to 
receive the same, to be turned over to the 
lessor or his representatives, except that 
rents, royalties or payments accruing under 
any lease made for or on behalf of any 
minor or incompetent shall be deposited, by 


the officer to whom ,the same is paid, to the 
credit of the guardian or curator of such 
minor or incompetent in some national bank, 
or banks, to be designated by the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs, and such bank or 
banks shali give bond in such sum as the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs may require, 
guaranteeing the safe care and custody of 
the funds so deposited, such bond to be ap- 
proved by the Secretary of the Interior, and 
said funds shall not be withdrawn by_ such 
guardian or curator, except upon the order of 
the United States Court for the judicial dis- 
trict in which the leased premises are situ- 
ate. Guardians must state, under oath, 
whether any bonus has been paid to procure 
the lease, and the amount or bonus, if any, 
paid or to be paid, directly or indirectly, to 
them. This statement must be filed at the 


time the lease is presented to the Indian 
agent. 

*‘All leases which require the approval of the 
Secretary of the Interior must be submitted to 


the Indian agent, Union Agency, for trans- 
mittal within thirty days from and after the 
date of the execution of the lease, and all 
such leases which have been heretofore exe- 
cuted must be submitted to said agent within 
thirty days from the date of the approval of 
these regulations. No such lease presented 
after the time herein designated will be re- 
ceived by the agent or transmitted to the de- 
partment or regarded as having any effect 
whatever. 

“On each gas-producing well where the gas 
is utilized lessees shall be required to pay, at 
the end of each year, a royalty of $150. Fail- 
ure on the part of the lessee to us¢ a gas- 
producing well where the same cannot be rea- 
sonably utilized at the prescribed rate shall 
not work a forfeiture of the lease for oil pur- 
poses, but if the lessee desires to retain gas- 
producing privileges he or they shall pay a 
royalty of $50 per annum on each gas-produc- 
ing well not utilized, the first payment to_be- 
come due and to be made within thirty days 
from the date of the discovery of gas, but upon 
gas wells heretofore drilled, the gas from 
which is not being utilized, the first payment 
shall become due and be made within thirty 
days from the date of the approval hereof. 
Subsequent payments for such wells shall be 
made in advance at the first of each succeed- 
ing year, dating from the first payment. 

‘‘Lessees who have leases now pending in the 
Union Agency and those who may _ hereafter 
submit leases shall each be required to make 
a satisfactory showing to the department that 
said lessees have taken said leases in good 
faith for the purpose of mining oil, and not 
for speculation and resale, and that they have 
the business capacity and financial ability to 
perform all the requirements specified in said 
leases. 

‘With the consent of the United States In- 
dian agent, lessees may make arrangements 
with the purchasers of oil for the payment of 
the royalty to the United States Indian agent 
by such purchasers, but such arrangement, if 
made, shall not operate to relieve lessees from 
the responsibility for the payment of the 
royalty, should such purchaser fail, neglect or 
refuse to pay the same when it becomes due,”’ 

The regulations above set forth go into 
effect immediately, and the Secretary of 
the Interior is now prepared to approve 
leases made in conformity therewith,

Gauging Olive Oil. 


Washington, Aug. 31, 1906. 


The Treasury Department has taken ac- 
tion that will precipitate a lively contro- 
versy with regard to the proper method 
of gauging importations of olive oil, hav- 
ing directed the collector at New York 
to apply to the United States Circuit 
Court for a review of the decision of the 
Board of General Appraisers (G. A. 6416) 
handed down on August 10, and briefly 
described in the last issue of the Re- 
porter. It is the opinion of the Depart- 
ment that if the decision of the board 
should prevail it would result in a ma- 
terial reduction in the rate of duty now 
paid on olive oil, and in the aggregate 
would cause an important loss of revenue. 

In the case ruled upon by the board the 
evidence showed that the gauger, follow- 
ing the usual practice, measured the out- 
side of the cans containing the oil, with 
an estimated allowance for the thickness 
of the tins, which, while approximately 
cubical in form, are sometimes rounded 
at the corners, for which divergence of 
form no allowance seems to have been 
made. All fractional variations in the 
estimated capacity of the cahs, amount- 
ing to one-sixteenth of a gallon, more or 
less, are ignored in stating the measure- 
ments; and further, it appears that the 
object of the gauger has been to ascer- 
tain the capacity of the tins rather than 
the actual amount of oil contained there- 
in. As a matter of fact, it is alleged, 
none of the tins are quite full when 
sealed, and hence the importers in this 
and other cases have been required to pay 
duty on a considerably larger quantity 
of oil than was actually imported. 

In sustaining the protest of the import- 
ers in this case the board reached the 
conclusion that paragraph 40 of the tariff 
act which assesses duty on olive oil re- 
quires the assessment to be made on the 
quantity of oil actually imported and not 
on the capacity of the containers. In 
Italy olive oil is bought and sold by 
weight, not by measure, and is invoiced 
at the rate of a certain number of lire 
per kilo or hundred kilos. The invoices 
in this case were all made out in con- 
formity with the requirements of the Re- 
vised Statutes, which stipulate that “all 
invoices shall be made out in the weights 
and measures of the country or place 
from which the importation is made, and 
shall contain a true statement of the ac- 
tual weights or measures of such mer- 
chandise, without any respect to the 
weights or measures of the United 
States.’’ The board therefore reversed 
the action of the collector in an opinion 
in part as follows:— 

“The currency of Italy is known in part to 
be the lire, and the metric system of weights 
adopted in that country includes the kilo or 
kilogram. It is true that in some of the in- 
voices the number of gallons of this oil seems 
to be specified, but in the light of the testimony 
and of the law this description must be con- 
strued to have references.to only the capacity 
of the tins in which the merchandise is import- 
ed. The gallon measure is not one of the 
measures adopted in Italy, and should there- 
fore be ignored under the provisions of said 
section 2837, which requires such invoices to 
be made ‘without any respect to the weights 
or measures of the United States.” The des- 
cription of gallons, therefore, must be re- 
garded as surplusage, and would be no more 
conclusive as to the actual contents of the tins 
than the description in the schedule of spirits 
and wines of bottles designated as quart and 
pint bottles used as containers for imported 
liquors. 

“It has often been decided both by the

Magnesite in California. - 


Washington, Aug. 31, 1906. 


The recent important revival in the mag- 
nesite industry of California has induced 
the United States Geological Survey to 
cause a detailed examination of the depos- 
its to be made to determine their commer- 
cial importance and availability under 
present conditions. Frank L. Hess, of the 
Survey’s staff, a few months ago visited 
California and made a careful investiga- 
tion of the deposits near Livermore and 
Porterville and in the Chiles Valley and 
Pope Valley. At all of these places work- 
able veins have been found, and at sev- 
eral of the localities magnesite is now be- 
ing taken out in considerable quantities. 
Following is an advance abstract of Mr. 
Hess’ report:— 

Magnesite, as it occurs in the California de- 
omaha, is a beautiful, white fine grained rock 
with a conochoidal feature that looks like a 
break in fine china, It is magnesium carbon- 
ate, MgCOg,, and is about one-third harder and 
heavier than calcite. It contains 52.4 pet 
cent. of carbon dioxide and 47.6 per ceht. of 
magnesia. Like limestone, it gives off carbon 
dioxide on burning, and it is used for pro- 
ducing this gas, as the proportion contained 
is much greater than in limestone, which car- 
ries but 44 per cent. The residual magfesia 
left on burning is also more valuable than the 
lime left on burning limestone, and the amount 
of heat required to drive off the CO, is less 
The burned magnesia is used for making re- 
fractory brick for use with basic slags, as an 
adulterant in paint, and medicinally. After 
being changed to the sulphite it is uS8ed_in 
the digestion of wood pulp for paper. The 
light carbonate, known also as magnesia alba 
levis, is employed for medicinal and toilet 
purposes, and with varying amounts of asbes- 
tos (15 to 50 per cent. of the whole) for pipe 
coverings and boiler lagging. As the sulphate, 
it is known as Epsom salts, large amounts 
of which are consumed in warp sizing or 
weighting in cotton mills and smaller amounts 
in medicine. The chloride is used as a cement 
and the hydrate in sugar making. 

The California magnesite deposits, so far as 
known, all occur in veins as serpentine or sim- 
llar magnesian rocks. By far the larger part 
are in the Coast Range in the serpentine that 
stretch from southen California into Oregon. 
These serpentines are probably Lower Cretac- 
eous in age and cover large areas, Becker es- 
timating that between Clear Lake and New 
Idria, a distance of about 200 miles, there are 
over 1,000 square miles of serpentines. Through 
a large part of this area magnesite veins of 
varying sizes are found. Those large enough 
to be more or less workable are reported from 


many places in Mendocino, Napa, Placer, 
Sonoma, Alameda, Stanislaus, Santa Clara, 
Fresno, Tulare, Kern, and Riverside counties. 
Of these the deposits in Placer, Tulare, and 
Fresno counties are in the foothills of the 
Sierras, 


Livermore deposits.—Near Livermore, a town 


48 miles southeast of San Francisco, are a 
number of magnesite deposits, of which the 


only one being worked is located 32 miles south- 
east of Livermore and belongs to the Ameri- 
ean Magnesite Company. 

An excellent road follows Arroyo Mocho, 
crossing into and running down Arroyo, Col- 
orado, The maximum grade for the haul from 
the mine is said to be 3 per cent. At the 
mines the company has erected good buildings 
and roads, and an aerial tram 2,500 feet long, 
with a capacity of 100 tons per ten hour day, 
delivers the magnesite to bunkers, from which 
it is loaded into fron wagons for hauling to 
Livermore. The wagons carry 17% tons each 
and two are hauled by an oil-burning traction 
engine. The magnesite Is shipped to Oakland, 
where the company’s factories for carbon di- 
oxide and other products are situated. The 
mine offices and other buildings are located 
near springs that give sufficient water for the 
needs of the engines, the mine, and other pur- 
poses. 

The magnesite veins stand out prominently 
in the bright sunshine of the valley and are 
almost dazzingly white, so that they can be 
seen from the higher hills, miles away. One 
of the veins, called the ‘‘Mammoth,”’ stands 
fully 10 feet above the hillside. Many of the 
veins, however, are largely covered by debris. 
The magnesite shows many peculiarities in 
weathering. Some of the surfaces weather in- 
to a pattern that looks like sun cracks in 
mud, with flatly oval surfaces from one-eighth 
to three-fourths of an inch wide between the 
cracks. In places there are fluted surfaces 
such as occur on exposed limestones, but in 
narrower lines, and at times the weathered 
surface is thickly studded with sharp points 
At this place surfaces frequently are covered 
with a white powder which has been supposed 
to be magnesium oxide or hydromagnesite, but 
which has been determined by W. T. Schaller, 
of the chemical laboratory of the United States 
Geological Survey, to be another form of the 
magnesite, 

Underground, nodules or portions of veins 
of magnesite will turn to this almost impal- 
pable powder, leaving a core of solid material. 
Why it should take this form, breaking down 
from the solid state without apparent chemi- 
cal change, is unknown. One of the veins 
shows an outcrop 40 feet broad and traceable 
through a distance of several hundred feet 
Others show lesser outcrops, but the amount 
exposed is large. However, in such outcrops 
but two dimensions are known, and an esti- 
mate of the amount of magnesite available is 
mérest guesswork. 

Although these deposits have been known for 
a long time, they have not been worked until 
the past year owing to their distance from a 
railroad, There are a number of veins in a 
group around a small valley, so arranged as 
to be excellently located for working by adits 
and an aerial tram. The first magnesite was 
shipped from the mine in November. The vein 
that is being mined strikes about N. 30 deg. 
W., dipping steeply southwestward. It is 
plerced by several adits on different levels, 
and a crosscut at one place entered the vein 
for 35 feet without going through it. A drill 
hole 8 feet long at the end of the crosscut was 
said not to have reached the other side. The 
vein had been developed through a length of 
between 250 and 300 feet. The magnesite is 
pure and white, the crosscut looking as if 
freshly whitewashed. As it is to be expected 











in a serpentine area, faults have occurred, 
cutting the vein in a number of places, both 
hanging and foot walls being fault planes. 

Mining is carried on by means of an open 
cut in which the magnesite is quarried and 
allowed to fall through an upraise to an adit 
below, whence it is moved in cars to the 
aerial tram. The tram drops 600 feet in the 
2,500 feet to the bunkers. The skips are placed 
500 feet apart and each carries 1,000 pounds of 
megnesite. 

Chiles Valley.—Chiles Valley is situated in 
Napa county and its nearest shipping point, 
Rutherford, is 84 miles by rail north of San 
Francisco. Magnesite was mined in the valley 
at a point about 10 miles from the railroad 
by Stanley & Bartlett for twelve years, but 
the mines have not been operated for the last 
five years, being too far from the railroad to 
compete with points having better facilities. 
During the time that the mines were worked 
many thousands of tons of magnesite were 
mined and burned at this place. As pure mag- 
nesite loses more than half its weight by be- 
ing burned, a large saving could be made. "2 
haulage by getting rid of the carbon dir xide, 
if the material was to be used as mpssnesia. 
Manzanita, a hard-wooded shrub, «making a 
hot fire, was largely used for *~€l. 

Pope Valley.—What-. «8 usually known as the 
Walters magucsite mine is located on the east 
side .ft Pope Valley, 22 miles northeast of 
Reutherford. The distance of the mine from the 
railroad makes hauling expensive, and the 
mine has never been worked on a large scale 
and has had no production for several years. 
A proposed electric road from San Francisco 
to Lake county will pass, if built, within 4 
miles or less of the mine, in which case it will 
be in excellent position to ship magnesite. 

The deposits are situated in a serpentine 
hill, about 400 feet (barometric measurement) 
above the valley. They are composed of a large 
number of veins whose exposures vary in 
width from a fraction of an inch to 12 feet, 
and lie on both sides of a small ravine which 
forms an amphitheater, with an easy, straight 
southward grade to the valley, making an 
almost ideal place to work with an aerial 
tram. 

The deposits are in three principal groups, 
two of which lie in the east side of the 
ravine, and the other on the west. In the main 
group on the east side are three large veins 
of magnesite, which can be definitely traced 
for distances of about 140, 250 and 230 feet 
respectively, with strikes of N. 28 deg., 30 deg. 
and 45 deg. W. At their north end the western 
and eastern veins are but 30 feet apart. with 
the middle vein probably converging with the 
eastern one. In the middle vein a width of 18 
inches to 5 feet of clear white magnesite 
is exposed. 

A second group of veins with a more north- 
erly strike occurs 100 feet or more above the 
veins just described. The veins forming this 
second group are smaller, running from 2 
inches to 2 feet in width, and the larger onen 
are impure. There are also many scattered 
veins in the intervening space, 

On the west side of the ravine is a third 
group of veins 200 to 250 feet from those first 
described, with a strike between north and 
northwest. The largest is a vein 4 to 6 feet 
wide and seven others from 1 to 2 feet wide 
occur within a space of 125 feet. All are of 
excellent quality. It would seem possible to 
blast out the whole of the rock through this 
distance and hand pick it, should the de- 
posits again be worked. 

Porterville Deposits.—The Williamette Pulp & 
Paper Company is working a large group of 
magnesite veins 4 miles northeast of Porter- 
ville, in the outer range of foothills of the 
Sierra Nevada. The veins occur in a brown 
serpentine, derived from peridotite and having 
an apparent bedding structure. The serpen- 
tine forms part of a metamorphic complex 
of amphibolite-schist, serpentine, and other 
magnesian rocks, some talcose and mica bear- 
ing, and a small amount of fine-grained quart- 
zite. The rocks have a general northerly strike, 
with a high (60 deg.) easterly dip. They are 
cut off by a granitic mass on the south, a 
few hundred feet from the deposits, and sev- 
eral granitic dikes cut the serpentine and 
other rocks. Basic dikes of several varieties 
cut both the country rock and the veins and 
are occasionally squeezed to a schist. 

Faulting is frequent, but the serpentine is 
not divided into the small irregular blocks 
usual in the Coast Range and many other 
serpentines, due to the swelling of the rock as 
it changes its chemical form. Internal move- 
ment is evident and the magnesite is invar- 
jable crushed in the larger veins. In one 
vertical 2-foot vein a couple of hundred feet 
southeast of the kiln the magnesite has been 
so squeezed that it has taken a modified cone- 
in-cone structure and is left in irregular 
fragments whose sides are covered with abra- 
sion lines, the whole looking as if at the 
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time of crushing it ped been in a semiplastic

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Denatured Alcohol in Canada 


The duestion of freer use of dena- 
ture’ alcohol is claiming the attention 
or persons in this country engaged in 
scientific and industrial enterprises, as 
well as the officials of the government 
who will be charged with the execution 
of the act of Congress providing for 
free alcohol in the arts and sciences, 
which will go into effect January 1, 
1907. 


The Dominion of Canada for about fif- 
teen years has granted alcohol free of 
tax for scientific and industrial purposes, 
and since 189) the government has di- 
rectly controlled the manufacture and 
sale of methylated spirits. Prior to that 


time the business was carried on in 
licensed establishments under  govern- 
mental supervision. Methylated spirits, 


a combination of wood and grain alcohol, 
is sold by the Canadian government at 
from $1.10 to $1.50 per gallon, according 
to grade. The former is composed of 25 
per cent, wood and 75 per cent. grain 
alcohol, and the latter 50 per cent. wood 
and 50 per cent. grain. The lower grade 
is supplied to manufacturers under a 
bond, and is used in certain lines of man- 
ufactures. The higher grade is sold to 
any person without bond. Hon. William 
Templeman, minister of inland revenue, 
in a recent letter to the Canadian Man- 
ufacturer, explains that the question for 
solution in Canada is not legislation for 
free alcohol, which Canada has had for 
so many years, but a process of manu- 
facture ihat will materially reduce the 
price of both grain and wood alcohol. 
That question is engaging the attention 
of the Inland Revenue Department, and 
Minister Templeman states that if a safe 
denaturing agent less expensive than 
wood alcohol can be procured the price 
of alcohol thus treated will be very ma- 
terially reduced 
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
